Montana  Rural  Areas  Development  Committee 
Officially  Approved,   February  14,  1962 
And  Amended  February  21,  1968,   February  10,  1972, 
December  13,  1974,  December  10,  1975  and  December  1,  1977 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

Sec.  1.   The  name  of  this  Committee  shall  be  the  Montana  Rural  Areas 
Development  Committee. 

ARTICLE  II  -  OBJECTIVE 

Sec.  1.   The  chief  objective  of  the  Montana  RAD  Committee  is  to  help 
develop  the  human  and  natural  resources  of  the  rural  areas 
of  the  State  to  their  fullest  potential  by  developing 
processes  among  the  people  for  continually  solving  their 
problems. 

The  accomplishment  of  this  objective  depends  primarily  upon 
the  development  of  leadership,  initiative  and  responsibility 
among  the  people  of  an  area  for: 

(a)  Expansion  of  their  resources,  both  agricultural 
and  non-agricultural; 

(b)  Increased  efficiency  through  use  of  technology, 
mechanization  and  automation; 

(c)  Establishment  of  new  and  enlargement  of  existing 
businesses  and  industries; 

(d)  Training  and  retraining  of  youth  and  adults; 

(e)  Reducing  of  unemployment  and  under-employment ; 

(f)  Increased  incomes  and  improved  standards  of 
living . 

ARTICLE  III  -  DUTIES  AND  RESPONSIBILITIES 

Sec.  1.   The  primary  functions  of  this  Committee  are  to  establish 
policies,  provide  incentives  for  rural  areas  development, 
and  give  statewide  administration  and  direction  to  county 
and  area  RAD  committees. 

Sec,  2.   Specific  functions  of  the  Committee  include  such  activities 
as  : 
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(a)  Define  the  geographical  boundaries  for  county  and 
area  RAD  activities  with  help  of  local  people; 

(b)  Consulting  with  government  and  other  agencies  on 
all  phases  of  state  and  local  area  responsibilities 
for  the  successful  operation  of  the  RAD  program; 

(c)  Review  and  make  recommendations  for  improvement  of 
area  RAD  and  area  redevelopment  program  and  plans; 

(d)  Establish  and  maintain  appropriate  liaison  with 
state  economic  development  agencies  and  groups, 
including  ARA,  with  respect  to  the  RAD  program; 

(e)  Create  among  the  people  an  awareness  of  the  value 
and  accomplishments  of  RAD; 

(f)  Evaluation  of  its  own  operation  and  area  program 
effectiveness . 


ARTICLE  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Sec.  1.   The  State  RAD  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  representatives 
from  different  areas  of  the  state,  economic  and  other  seg- 
ments of  the  society,  including  agriculture,  business, 
industry,  labor,  church,  schools,  civic  groups,  state  public 
agencies  and  organizations,  and  the  Director  of  the  Cooper- 
ative Extension  Service. 

Sec.  2.   All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  and  new  appointments  made  by 
the  Executive  Committee.

Sec.  3.   The  Annual  Dues  for  membership  of  the  Montana  State  RAD 

Committee  shall  be  $5.00.   The  payment  of  such  dues  shall 
entitle  the  member  to  receive  all  minutes,  notices  of 
meetings,  and  proceedings  of  the  State  RAD  Committee,  and 
shall  entitle  the  member  to  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the 
State  Committee,  and  shall  entitle  the  member  to  be  con- 
sidered for  membership  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

Life  Membership  Dues  shall  be  $50.00  and  shall  entitle  the 
individual  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of  individuals 
described  under  Annual  Membership  Dues. 

Any  member  wishing  to  give  special  support  to  the  State 
RAD  Committee  may  do  so  by  making  a  payment  of  $100.00 
which  shall  entitle  him  to  Life  Membership  and  a  certifi- 
cate identifying  him  as  a  Sustaining  Member.

Organizations,  agencies,  business  enterprises  or  groups 
of  any  kind  wishing  to  support  the  RAD  activities  may  do 
so  and  be  identified  as  Associate  Members  by  payment  of 
a  minimum  of  annual  $25.00  dues.   This  entitles  such 
members  to  all  rights  of  other  members  except  the  right 
to  vote.   A  certificate  identifying  the  donor  as  an 
Associate  Member  will  be  issued. 


ARTICLE  V  -  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

voting executive  secretary,  five  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year  and  five  for  two  years.

A  copy  of  a   letter  sent    to  all   members   of  the  Senate   Committee  on 
Finance  and  Claims  and   the  House  Appropriations  Committee,    dated  February   14, 
1979   which  was  signed  by  all   members  of  the  executive  committee  who  were 
present   is   the   first   letter   following   the  minutes.      This   is   without   a   doubt 
the  first    time  in   Montana' s  history   that   a   group  of  leaders   representing  such 
a   cross  section  of  Montana   people,    agriculture,    business  and  industry  have 
signed  a   document   sent    to   a   Montana   legislature. 

This   letter  was   ignored  by   the  Joint  Committee  on   University  Appropriations 
and  prompted  a   second  letter   from   the  Chairman   of  R.A.D.    on  March  14   to  all 
members  of  the  Senate  Committee  on   Finance  and  Claims   and   the  House  Appropriations 
Committee.      This  letter  was   accompanied  by   a   hand   written  note   to  several 
members  of   these   two  committees .      A   copy  of   this   letter  and   typed  copies 
of   the  hand  written   notes   immediately   follow  the  letter  signed  by   the 
executive  committee  members   which   was   previously  mentioned. 

In   the  minutes   of  the  meeting,    mention   is  made  of   the   fact    that   Senator 
Melcher  could  not   get   information  he  needed  from  the  Forest  Service   to  react 
intelligently  on  a   request   from  R.A.D.    for  help  in    the  implementation   of 
wildlife  and   fishiers   projects   contained  in   the  Montana   Comprehensive  Plan. 
A   copy   of  a   letter  from  Robert   Torheim,    Regional    Forester,    along  with   Chairman 
Aasheim' s   transmittal    letter   to  Senator  Melcher,    as   well   as  Senator  Melcher' s 
acknowledgement   of  the  material    is   included  in   the  attachments   which   follow 
the  minutes  of  this   meeting.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Aasheim  at  10:00  a.m. 

Bucher  summarized  the  minutes  of  September  15,  December  6  and 
December  8.   Preliminary  copies  of  the  Annual  Report  were 
d i s t ri  buted. 

Pat  Iman  said  that  her  reason  for  attending  RAD  was  for  the 
liberal  education  she  gets  about  what  is  happening  around  the 
state. 

Aasheim  reviewed  correspondence  from: 

1.  Fertility  Advisory  Committee  -  It  feels  some  fertilizer 
sales  are  not  being  reported,  thus  the  fertilizer  tax  check-off 
is  down.   The  committee  recommends  that  the  tax  be  paid  by  the 
manufacturer  rather  than  the  distributor. 

2.  Parm  Hacker  -  The  Old  West  Regional  Range  Program  will 
expire.   Hacker  requested  help  from  RAD  to  keep  programs  going, 
including  the  establishment  of  new  youth  range  camps  and 
continuance  of  existing  camps  and  the  range  school. 

3.  Judd  Walker  -  He  is  feeling  well. 


k.      EDEAM  -  They  want  to  attact  foreign  capital  and  support  the 
present  coal  tax.   They  want  secondary  road  standards  to  be 
reduced  so  that  more  roads  can  be  built.   They  oppose  railroad 
abandonment. 

Discussion  on  secondary  road  standards  brought  out  that  county 
commissioners  are  between  "a  rock  and  a  hard  spot"  -  there  is  demand 
for  more  roads  -  increased  trucking  of  grain  is  hard  on  roads.   It

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was  decided  to  ask  the  State  Highway  personnel  to  attend  the  next  meeting 
and  explain  road  definitions,  specifications  and  funding. 

Jim  Stephens  reported  on  the  Milwaukee  Railroad  situation.   He  said  that 
the  State  Transportation  Office  was  transferred  from  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  the  Department  of  Highways.   He  reported  that  HB  78? 
would  allow  bonding  when  a  transportation  plan  is  developed,  that  HB  738 
allows  the  Attorney  General  to  intervene  in  the  Milwaukee  bankruptcy  case, 
and  that  another  bill  would  provide  state  funding  for  the  transportation 
plan  but  probably  won't  pass. 

Keith  Williams  reported  that  the  US  Congress  has  a  bill  to  give  the 
Milwaukee  gateway  rights  into  Montana's  coal  areas. 

Harvey  Bryan  moved  that  RAD  ask  Union  Pacific,  Burlington  Northern, 
Milwaukee,  County  Commissioners  and  highway  representatives  to  the 
next  meeting  to  discuss  transportation.   The  motion  was  seconded  and 
carried . 

Aasheim  reported  that  Senator  Melcher  said  he  could  not  get  information 
from  the  Forest  Service  and  asked  Aasheim  to  write  Torheim  and  get  it  for 
him  (Melcher).   Aasheim  has  accomplished  this  task. 

Harvey  Bryan  reported  on  the  status  HYPLEX  (High  Plains  Experimental 
Weather  Project).   He  is  impressed  with  their  capability  to  gather  and 
process  data  about  cloud  activity. 

Thompson  reported  that  the  Wildlife  Subcommittee  met  in  Missoula  January 
31  -  February  2.   He  said  conservation  districts  were  studying  several 
issues.   One  issue  is  hunting  coyotes  from  airplanes  versus  from  the  ground. 
With  coyote  pelts  selling  for  $125-00,  ground  hunters  resent  aerial  hunting. 

Gay  Holliday  of  WIFE  has  accepted  a  place  on  the  RAD  Executive  Committee. 

Discussion  was  held  on  ACP  weed  control  cost  sharing,  some  wanted  it, 
others  said  counties  and  their  weed  districts  should  get  serious  about 
weed  control . 

Gordon  Twedt  moved  that  the  Executive  Committee  refer  EDEAM's  resolution 
on  ACP  for  noxious  weed  control  to  the  Weed  Subcommittee.   The  motion 
seconded  and  carried. 

Seidler,  Twedt's  alternate,  was  replaced  by  Russell  Twedt.   Martha 
Johnson  is  Carl  Hoffman's  alternate.   Jane  Barry  is  the  alternate  for 
Gay  Holliday  who  replaced  Polly  Prchal. 

Allen  Bjergo  presented  a  slide/cassette  lecture  on  RC&D.   Twelve  Montana 
counties  are  in  three  RCsDs.   They  have  642  project  proposals  in  the 
Bitterroot.   160  in  the  Headwaters  and  over  100  in  the  Beartooth.   The 
presentation  covered  what  they  are  and  what  they  do.   The  small  farmer 
program  was  started  by  RC&D.   The  Bitterroot  RC&D  has  made  a  $30  million 
direct  benefit  in  its  area.   The  Ravalli  County  Creamery  does  $1  million 
worth  of  business.   Other  projects  are  concerned  with  art;  humanities; 
local  history;  town  meeting  programs;  use  of  bark  for  fuel  and  compost; 
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energy  alternatives;  posts,  poles  and  house  logs;  plastic  factory;  school 
bus  shelters;  farmers'  markets;  and  many  other  programs  and  facilities. 
Bjergo  said  that  Congress  has  a  bill  to  reduce  RC&D  funding  from  $30  million 
to  $2.5  mill  ion. 

Bryan  moved  that  Bjergo  and  Edland  draw  up  a  resolution  to  Congress  to 
continue  funding  at  $30  million.   Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Hoffman  reported  on  Extension's  hearing  before  the  Joint  Education  Sub- 
committee on  Appropriations  and  Finance.   He  approved  the  idea  of  the 
Legislature  putting  restricted  (earmarked)  Smith  Lever  (Federal)  funds 
in  the  general  fund  appropriation  and  would  request  that  the  Legislature 
fund  salary,  operation  and  capital  increases  required  as  Smith  Lever  will 
not  cover  these  increases. 

Asleson  reported  on  Experiment  Stations  (AES)  hearing  before  the  Joint 
Committee.   AES  asked  for  five  technicians,  a  farm  coordinator,  a  microscopi s t , 
and  a  cropping-systems  program.   A  rumor  is  that  the  Joint  Committee  approved 
only  the  microscopist  and  not  the  cropping-systems  program.   Asleson  is  concerned 
that  the  Fiscal  Analyst  recommended  that  all  Experiment  Station  reserves  be 
appropriated  into  the  general  fund.   Loss  of  the  reserve  will  put  AES  in  a  bind 
until  income  is  realized  in  May  and  June. 

Asleson  reported  that  the  President's  budget  eliminated  Title  V  from  the 
federal  budget  request. 

Bryan  moved  that  a  resolution  be  sent  to  Montana's  senators  and  congressmen 
requesting  restoration  of  Title  V.   Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Aasheim  thanked  Pat  iman  for  publicity  in  the  Grange  paper  and  Extension 
for  preparation  of  the  RAD  Annual  Report. 

A  bill  in  the  Legislature  to  limit  Fish  &  Game  purchases  of  game  range  to 
6^0  acres  except  when  authorized  by  the  Legislature  was  discussed.   Opinions 
di  f fered . 

Jack  Stevens  moved  RAD  support  Staigmi 1 ler ' s  bill  to  limit  Fish  &  Game  land 
purchases.   Motion  was  seconded  and  carried  with  the  following  vote:   6  for, 
1  abstained,  3  absent. 

Harvey  Bryan  distributed  the  following  reports  that  are  available  from  John

Establishment  of  an  agricultural  museum  at  MSU  was  discussed.   As/leson  said 
that  the  Museum  of  the  Rockies  is  interested  in  an  agricultural  branch. 
Several  communities  have  or  are  developing  museums.   Aasheim  asked  "should 
the  land  grant  university  have  an  agricultural  museum?"  He  will  check  with 
several  people,  get  a  feel  of  what  might  be  possible,  and  report  to  the  next 
meet  i  ng . 
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Jane  Barry  reported  on  a  training  program  for  county  agents  and  others  on 
development  of  wildlife  habitat.   She  asked  if  RAD  was  interested  in  pro- 
viding a  plaque  for  a  k-H   winner  of  such  a  program.   She  was  assured  of 
funding  for  such  an  award. 

Aysheim  wondered  if  RAD  should  make  an  annual  award  to  an  outstanding 
Montanan  or  RAD  member.   There  was  some  favorable  comment.   Aasheim  will 
bring  up  at  next  meeting. 


The  date  set  for  the  next  meeting  is  April  10  at  Bozeman , 
a  presentation  on  causes  and  effects  of  inflation.

Aasheim  reported  that  the  Experiment  Station  at  Havre  is  being  charged 
with  digging  up  Indian  burial  grounds.   They  found  no  bones.   Pressure 
exists  to  make  the  station  (Ft.  Assiniboine)  a  historical  site.   He  said 
that  the  Experiment  Station  planned  to  nominate  it  for  inclusion  in  the 
Register  of  Historical  Sites. 

Wallace  Edland  reported  that  Congress  is  pushing  FmHA  to  take  a  more  active 
role  in  rural  development  by  working  with  other  agencies  to  do  a  better  job 
of  targeting  efforts  to  develop  a  comprehensive  plan  of  rural  development. 
This  means  working  with  state  and  local  as  well  as  federal  agencies.   Lopach 
of  DCA  is  cooperating  to  help  develop  new  businesses  and  jobs.   FmHA  is 
working  on  a  bio-mass  digester  of  animal  waste  to  produce  methane  gas.   It 
appears  that  Montana  will  be  a  pilot.   Walter  Foster  of  Carter,  Montana  is 
planning  to  try  it.   FmHA  will  be  looking  at  solar  and  other  alternate  forms 
of  energy.   They  will  need  RC&O,  EDEAM  or  other  development  groups  to  identify 
problems  and  needs  and  get  local  involvement.   FmHA  has  restructured  their 
district  boundaries  to  coincide  with  sub-state  districts. 

Aasheim  reported  that  a  bill  was  introduced  to  fully  fund  the  biological  weed 
control  work  of  Jim  Story  plus  a  greenhouse.   it  is  supported  by  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  thus,  Experiment  Station  and  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  are  working  together. 

Bryan  presented  EDEAM's  Resolution  #2  endorsing  the  Governor's  Office  of 
Commerce  and  Small  Business  Development.   He  moved  adoption  and  it  was 
seconded  and  carried.   The  resolution  will  be  sent  to  the  Governor  and  the 
Senate  and  House  Business  and  Industry  Committees.   Copy  of  EDEAM  resolution 
is  attached. 

The  Montana  Agricultural  Trade  Fair  will  be  February  22,  23  &  2k.

On   July   21,    1978,    our  Chairman   wrote    to  each   one   of   you  who   was   on 
these   committees  during   the    1976    legislature   and   asked    that  you  support 
certain  programs   and  positions.      Members  of  our  R.A.D.    subcommittees 
and  executive   committee    testified  before   your  Joint   Committee   on 
University  Appropriations   on   Tuesday,    February  6,    1979. 

This   letter   is   to   ask  again    that   you   fund   certain   programs   and 
positions   in   the   Cooperative   Extension   Service   at   Montana   State 
University    that   we   have   previously   requested. 

1.  We  believe    that   funding  of    the   KEEP  program  at   some   substantial 
level    is   a  good    investment   for   the   taxpayers   of   Montana.      Out-of-state 
travel   could   be   curtailed   unless   the   participants    themselves   would  pay 
that   cost. 

The   support    that    this  program  has  received   from  participants,    who  now 
number  over    1,100,   we   believe    is   unprecedented   in    the   state   of  Montana. 
Communication   and   leadership  development,   which  are   emphasized   in    this 
program,    are   becoming    increasingly    important   in    the   conduct    of    the 
affairs  of  people,    be   they  personal   or   public. 

2.  For    the   past    two   legislative    sessions,    we   have    requested    that   the 
position  of  Extension  Forester  be   funded.      This   request  has    the   support 
of    the   Montana  Association  of   Conservation   Districts,    the    Soil   Conserva- 
tion   Service,    the    School   of   Forestry  at    the   University   of   Montana,    the 
State   Forester,    the   Forest    Service   and    the   Montana   Woodland   Council. 

3.  Our   Committee    requested   that    funds  be   appropriated    for   an   Extension 
Veterinarian  during  the   1976   legislative   session.      We   are   again 
requesting   the    funding   of    this  position.       The   Montana    Stockgrowers, 
Montana   Pork  Producers,    Montana  Woolgrowers    and   Montana   Dairymen   all 
recognize   the  need   for   such  assistance.      The  personnel  of    the   Montana

A.   Farm  policy  is  perhaps  the  most  important  factor  in  determining 
the  income  of  farmers  and  ranchers.   There  is  great  need  for  greater 
participation  and  better  understanding  on  the  part  of  rural  people, 
and  others  as  well,  in  matters  relating  to  farm  policy. 

Frustrations  of  farmers  and  ranchers  with  regard  to  farm  policies 
are  currently  demonstrated  by  those  involved  in  the  National  Agri- 
cultural Movement. 

The  State  R.A.D.  Committee  feels  that  an  Extension  Economist  with 
major  responsibilities  for  educational  programs  in  this  area  should 
be  employed  by  the  Montana  Cooperative  Extension  Service  and  recommend 
that  funds  be  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

5.   AGNET  is  a  computerized  system  for  assisting  Montana  people  in 
improving  their  decision-making  process  in  fields  as  varied  as  human 
nutrition  and  the  purchase  of  farm  and  ranch  equipment.   It  is  a  pro- 
gram with  tremendous  potential,  it  is  already  fairly  well  established 
and  well-received  by  people  who  have  used  it.   It  will  not  survive  when 
grant  funds  expire  unless  funds  are  appropriated  to  continue  it.

On  February  6  members  of  our  R.A.D.  Executive  Committee  and 
Subcommittees  testified  before  the  House  and  Senate  Joint 
Committee  on  university  appropriations  with  regard  to  the 
above-mentioned  programs  and  positions.

In  this  letter  we  asked  funding 
of  (1)  K.E.E.P.,  (2)  an  Extension  Forester,  (3)  an  Exten- 
sion Veterinarian,  (4)  A  G.N.E.T.,  and  (5)  an  Extension  Eco- 
nomist whose  prime  function  would  be  farm  policy  matters. 

I  believe  you  are  all  pretty  well  aware  of  the  fact  that 
our  R.A  D.  Executive  Committee  consists  of  the  presidents  of 
Montana's  major  farm  organizations  and  leaders  from  Montana 
industry  and  business. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  university 
appropriations  with  regard  to  the  Extension  budget  has  chosen 
to  ignore  the  well-considered  recommendations  of  these  Mon- 
tana leaders   The  fact  that  your  Joint  Committee  recommends 
a  sheep  specialist  be  added  and  that  funding  for  (K.E.E.P.) 
and  E.D. A. E.M.  be  dropped  seems  to  represent  a  sort  of  wisdom 
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that  is  strange  to  comprehend.   If  legislative  bodies  ignore  and,  in 
effect,  insult  those  who  work  at  documenting  needs  of  our  state,  then 
democracy  is  in  the  process  of  decay.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  concerning  the  funding  of 
Title  V  of  the  Rural  Development  Act  of  1972. 

The  House  Agriculture  Committee,  of  which  I  am  a 
member,  has  recommended  that  Title  V  be  funded  at 
last  years  level  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1980.   Our 
fight  is  not  over  however.   We  must  work  to  see  that 
this  budget  restoration  is  carried  the  rest  of  the 
way  through  Congress. 

The  Agriculture  Committee  has  taken  a  responsible 
approach  in  restoring  these  funds  and  I  will  work  to 
see  that  our  recommendations  are  carried  through.

I  have  your  letter  of  March  2  in  regard  to 
the  RC6cD  program. 

The  Agriculture  Committee  of  the  Senate,  on 
recommendation  of  my  Subcommittee  on  Environment, 
Soil  Conservation  and  Foresty,  has  recommended  a 
$28  million  budget  for  the  RC&D  program  --  a  restora- 
tion of  $25.1  million  over  the  President's  budget. 

We  also  called  for  restoration  of  the  Great 
Plains  and  Water  Bank  programs . 

We  will  still  have  to  put  through  the  actual 
appropriations,  but  the  Agriculture  Committee's  action 
will  be  a  big  help.

We  appreciate  the  interest  and  concern  of  the  Montana  State  Rural 
Area  Development  Committee  in  Forest  Service  Wildlife  Programs. 
Enclosed  is  a  copy  of  "A  Program  for  Fish  and  Wildlife  Habitat  on 
The  National  Forests  in  Montana".   The  projects  and  program  costs 
in  this  publication  reflect  current  needs  for  direct  habitat  improve- 
ment and  are  consistent  with  goals  in  the  1975  Resources  Planning  Act 
Program. 

There  is  a  clear  need  to  strenthen  wildlife  and  fish  management  efforts 
on  the  National  Forests  in  Montana.   These  resources  are  truly  out- 
standing.  And  while  we  have  made  steady  progress  in  our  habitat 
management  efforts  in  recent  years  there  are  still  many  and  significant 
opportunities  to  expand  the  scope  of  these  programs. 

Forest  Service,  Northern  Region,  wildlife  and  fish  habitat  funding  over 
the  past  five  years  has  been  as  follows :

In  1974,  Congress  extended  the  provisions  of  the  original  Sikes  Act 
(P.L.  93-452)  to  National  Forest  lands.   This  Act  directs  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  plan,  develop,  maintain,  and  coordinate  comprehensive 
conservation  and  rehabilitation  programs  for  fish  and  wildlife  in 
consultation  with  State  Fish  and  Game  Departments.   In  July,  1978  the 
Northern  Region  of  the  Forest  Service  published  "A  Program  for  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Habitat  On  The  National  Forest  in  Montana"  as  required  by  the 
Sikes  Act. 
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The  purpose  of  this  comprehensive  plan  is  to  provide  a  basis  for  meeting 
Forest  Service  responsibilities,  and  provide  an  inventory  of  needed 
project  work,  for  improving  wildlife  and  fish  habitat  that  is  necessary 
to  protect,  conserve  and  enhance  these  important  resources.   Highlights 
of  the  proposed    5-year  wildlife  and  fish  program  for  the  National 
Forests  of  Montana  is  summarized:

Bucher  summarized  the  minutes  of  February  l'*,  1979-   One  correction 
was  noted.

One  ommission  was  noted  "a  letter  supporting 
Extension  and  Experiment  Station  funding  was  sent  to  the  Governor  and 
Legislature,  copy  is  attached."

Aasheim  reviewed  correspondence  from:

9.  Wallace  Abbey  regretting  he  could  not  attend  this  meeting. 

Aasheim  reported  that  RAD's  letter  to  the  legislators  and  Governor 
supporting  CES  &  AES  funding  was  ignored  by  them.   EDAEM  and  KEEP 
were  dropped  from  CES  budget.   A  sheep  specialist  was  added,  a  program 
not  supported  by  RAD. 

Roy  Bjornson,  Administrator  of  Montana's  Department  of  Ag .  Division 
of  Plant  Ind.,  reviewed  the  fertilizer  check-off  program.   He  is  sure 
that  some  fertilizer  comes  in  from  Canada  and  other  areas  that  is  not 
reported  and  does  not  pay  the  tax.   He  reported  that  this  legislature 
is  reducing  general  appropriations  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  replacing  it  with  earmarked  funds  such  as  inspection  fees.   He  said 
that  inspections  catch  some  errors  in  fertilizer  blends  and  that  soil 
amendments  and  micro-nutrient  fertilizers  are  a  problem  in  registration. 

Aasheim  said  he  would  see  that  Bjornsen  was  invited  to  be  a  member  of 
the  RAD  Fertilizer  Subcommittee. 

Pete  Fay,  Chairman  of  the  Weed  Subcommittee,  reported  that  the  committee 
has  adopted  a  plan  of  action.   They  are   surveying  the  state  to  identify 
major  weed  problems.   They  plan  to  encourage  biologic  weed  control  research 
and  to  conduct  a  weed  identification  education  program.   They  are  interested 
in  promoting  a  pesticide  tax  check-off  program  to  get  research  and  Extension 
weed  control  funds.   They  plan  to  revitalize  the  State  Noxious  Weed  Associa- 
tion and  to  develop  a  directory  of  persons  and  groups  who  have  a  part  to 
play  in  weed  control. 

Iman  moved  that  the  proposed  plan  of  the  Weed  Subcommittee  be  approved. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Mick  Hager,  Director  of  the  Museum  of  the  Rockies,  said  that  the  museum 
wants  to  portray  the  history  of  life  and  development  in  the  Northern 
Rocky  Mountain  area.   This  should  include  agricultural  history  and  develop- 
ment.  They  want  to  show  the  evolution  of  farm  machinery;  e.g.,  from  scythe 
to  self-propelled  combine,  and  the  inventions  or  adaptations  that  made  each 
stage  possible.   They  would  also  like  to  have  enough  land  on  which  to 
demonstrate  the  operation  of  full  sized  machines.   They  are  looking  for 
land  close  to  the  museum.   They  hope  that  wealthy  persons  will  include 
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bequests  to  the  museum  in  their  estate  plans.   Hager  will  prepare  definite 
plans  for  development  of  an  agricultural  section  in  the  museum  and  report 
back  to  RAD. 

Al  Koschube,  Roosevelt  County  Commissioner,  outlined  the  secondary  road 
problem.   He  said  a  mile  of  road  cost  $33,000  in  1952  and  about  $200,000 
in  1977.   Inflation  and  higher  standards  caused  the  increase.   He  would 
like  to  see  the  federal  standards  relaxed  for  low-volume  secondary  roads. 

Morris  Billehus,  Daniels  County  Commissioner,  seconded  Koschube's  remarks. 
He  said  repair  is  very  expensive.   Seal  and  chip  coating  costs  $^,000  per 
mile  for  materials  only.   Road  construction  and  repair  costs  have  gone  up 
and  the  legislature  is  reducing  taxable  valuation  of  some  classes  of 
property.   This  reduces  tax  revenue.   Counties  are  in  a  financial  bind. 

Ron  Richards,  Director  Montana  Department  of  Highways,  said  that  the  federal 
appropriation  for  secondary  roads  is  about  the  same  level  as  in  past  years. 
He  pointed  out  that  some  counties  are  not  using  all  of  their  allocations. 
This  causes  the  state  to  lose  part  of  its  federal  funds,  yet  other  counties 
need  additional  funds.   The  financial  district  law  does  not  address  needs. 
He  thought  federal  standards  were  developed  with  eastern  high-volume  roads 
in  mind.   He  doubts  that  lower  standards  will  be  accepted  by  the  federal 
people.   He  believes  the  solution  is  more  federal  funds  which  could  be  made 
available  after  the  Interstate  Highway  Program  is  complete  in  I986,  provided 
that  the  Highway  Trust  Fund  is  not  allocated  to  mass  transit  or  other  trans- 
portation uses. 

Ron  Richards  discussed  the  State  Rail  Plan.   He  said  Phase  1  had  been 
completed.   Phase  TJ  must  be  completed  by  September  1,  1979-   He  reported 
that  the  legislature  is  considering  bills  to  allow  bonding  for  railroad 
rehabi 1 i  tat  ion . 

John  Coty  of  Senator  Bauchus's  office  stated  that  rail  abandonment  is 
counter-productive  of  energy  conservation.   Rails  move  long  haul  freight 
at  a  fourth  of  the  energy  requirements  of  trucks.   The  US  needs  a  rail 
policy.   He  attempted  to  present  the  Milwaukee's  case  for  abandonment  even 
though  he  doesn't  subscribe  to  it.   Briefly  it  is  that  the  road  is  losing 
money,  that  revenue  is  declining,  and  maintenance  costs  increasing.   Coty 
said  he  believed  that  potential  freight  revenue  is  present  in  volume  large 
enough  to  support  the  Milwaukee  if  it  would  market  its  services  aggressively. 
He  said  Milwaukee  is  deferring  maintenance  and  taking  boxcars  and  locomotives 
out  of  the  state.   He  said  there  are  three  alternatives  to  abandonment:   1) 
stay  in  business  and  use  federal  funds  to  rehabilitate  the  railroad;  2)  SORE; 
3)  Shippers'  censortium  take  over  the  road.   He  urged  RAD  to  inform  congress 
and  others  about  what  it  wants.   He  said  freight  rates  would  increase  if  the 
Milwaukee  "folds  up". 

Fred  Simpson  of  SORE  (Save  Our  Railroad  Employees)  was  a  Milwaukee  Railroad 
lawyer  until  he  resigned.   He  said  that  Milwaukee's  own  study  showed  $6'* 
million  added  revenue  if  the  railway  went  after  it.   He  said  lines  West 
(of  Minneapolis)  was  the  profitable  part  of  the  roads  operation,  not  lines 
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East.   The  v^estern  freigiit  was  long  haul,  1,000  miles,  while  eastern 
freight  was  short  haul  of  about  300  miles. 

SORE  prepared  a  viability  study  that  showed  $8  million  of  coal  revenue 
and  great  demand  for  grain  shipment  that  was  being  overlooked.   Pacific 
Rim  countries  ship  to  northwest  ports  for  rail  transshipment  to  the  East 
instead  of  going  through  the  Panama  Canal  because  it  is  faster.   He  said 
the  law  favors  reorganization  over  abandonment.   According  to  Simpson 
the  attitudes  of  certain  groups  favor  liquidation.   The  holding  company 
bought  Milwaukee  stock  at  $10  and  could  get  $160  for  it  in  liquidation. 
Bankers  have  loans  to  the  road  paying  only  3/'+  of  1^  interest.   They  would 
like  to  get  their  money  out.   Attitudes  of  others,  utilities,  some  West 
coast  shippers  and  Montana  favor  reorganization.   He  said  that  1)  the 
viability  study  is  done;  2)  the  acquisition  study  is  being  done  by  SORE; 
3)  the  financial  package  must  be  put  together,  (a)  the  Burlington  Northern 
and  Union  Pacific  are  not  interested  in  doing  this  but  other  railroads 
might  be,  (b)  a  new  company  of  shippers,  employees  and  others  might  finance 
it  with  government  help.   Simpson  stated  that  the  big  need,  currently,  is 
to  let  the  bankruptcy  court  judge  know  that  the  road  can  survive  and  who 
wants  it  to  survive. 

Setterstrom  moved  that  Aasheim  prepare  a  resolution  stating  RAD's  support 
of  Milwaukee's  continuance  and  send  it  to  the  appropriate  persons,  Aasheim 
to  get  h(!lp  from  Simpson  &  Coty.   The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Larry  Kiser,  Vice  President  of  Burlington  Northern,  said  that  grain  used 
to  be  the  number  one  commodity  for  Burlington  Northern  but  coal  is  now. 
He  explained  the  boxcar  problem  and  Burlington  Northern's  efforts  to  get 
new  cars.   They  own  10,000  boxcars  and  11,000  covered  hopper  cars  and  lease 
680  covered  hoppers.   They  have  2,000  covered  hoppers  on  order  for  1979-1980. 
BN  is  considering  the  Hogeland  branch  and  the  Missoula  to  Wallace,  Idaho 
branch  for  retirement.   He  said  BN  cannot  approach  Milwaukee  about  merger 
because  of  current  court  cases.   BN  is  looking  at  some  segments  of  the 
Milwaukee.   He  doubts  that  BN  will  raise  rates  if  Milwaukee  folds. 

Hoffman  reported  that  the  legislature  dropped  EDAEM  and  KEEP  from  Extension's 
budget  and  added  a  Sheep  Specialist.  The  budget  will  be  little  more  than  the 
current  one. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  Bozeman  on  July  17  &  18.   THERE  WILL  BE  A 
SOCIAL  EVENING  ON  THE  1 7TH  FOR  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  AT  THE  AASHEIM  CABIN 
IN  GALLATIN  CANYON. 


The  met-ting  adjourned  at  5  PM.

In  my  opinion,  responsibility  in  a  free  society  is  a  citizens  business. 
I  feel  elected  government  representatives  should  be  humbly  aware  of  its  vast 
power  and  authority  and  use  it  to  encourage  not  restrict  the  responsibility 
of  citizenship. 

Citizens  have  an  obligation  to  keep  informed,  to  become  involved  in  the 
economic  and  political  process  and  demonstrate  an  active  and  responsible 
concern  for  the  common  well-being? 

EDAEM  (Economic  Development  Association  of  Eastern  Montana),  an  estab- 
lished eastern  Montana  organization  of  citizens,  commissioners,  legislators, 
and  government,  has  worked  to  build  that  trust,  understanding,  communication 
and  leadership  in  eastern  Montana.   When  feed  back  indicates  that  this  effort 
is  considered  laughable  on  the  sub-committee  for  appropriations  it  is  dis- 
trubing  to  say  the  least. 

This  effort  is  supported  by  Federal  Title  V  funds,  per-capita  payments 
by  counties  and  has  had  a  modest  appropriation  from  state  government  through 
the  Extension  budget  at  Montana  State  University. 

The  Extension  budget  request  for  EDAEM  is  supported  by  Montana  State 
University,  the  Board  of  Regents,  the  governors  budget,  with  farm,  industry 
and  business  organization  support  and  individuals. 

All  EDAEM  area  legislators  and  the  Joint  Appropriation  and  Finance 
Committee  have  received  budget  and  program  information  supporting  this 
budget  request.   Representative  Dennis  Nathe  spoke  on  behalf  of  EDAEM  when  the 
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sub-cotnmittee  report  was  made  to  the  full  committee,.  Many  legislators  from 
the  EDAEM  area  contribute  to  the  EDAEM  delegate  meetings  on  a  regular  basis 
as  do  county  commissioners. 

Meeting  with  individual  legislators,  staff  and  administrators  during 
the  session  the  problem  seems  to  be  that  the  eastern  Montana  representatives 
on  the  sub-committee  are  opposed  to  the  EDAEM  concept,  its  objectives  and 
efforts.   The  time  and  effort  to  present  the  concept  and  budget  request  for 
continued  funding  has  been  responsible  and  frustrating. 

The  net  result  appears  to  be,  at  this  time,  that  the  power  and  authority 
of  the  sub-committee  will  be  used  to  restrict  citizens  obligations  to  be  in- 
formed and  involved  in  a  responsible  manner,  through  EDAEM  in  eastern  Montana. 
A  responsible  state  government  will  not  eliminate  the  EDAEM  concept  and  the 
budget  process  with  a  concept  that  says  "the  authority  of  the  Sub-committee 
right  or  wrong  will  prevail  regardless." 

At  one  point,  the  Extension  Director,  was  asked  to  ignore  the  process 
established  for  submitting  the  budget  and  new  program  requests.   It  was 
requested  he  cannibalize  existing  programs  for  any  new  programs  in  the 
budget  request  and  establish  priorities  contrary  to  the  long  hours  and  efforts 
of  so  many  in  presenting  a  realistic  budget  to  the  legislature. 

For  the  state  legislature  to  "cop-out"  of  the  established  government 
process  is  a  sad  day  for  a  society  that  should  encourage  participation  beyond 
self-interest  and  biases.   We  hear  so  much  about  the  power  of  government  to  tax. 
Some  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  use  of  elected  power  and  authority  as  well. 

I  trust  that  this  legislature  will  not  see  fit  to  make  government  a  private 
affair  v^ich  ignores  the  honest  efforts  of  citizenship.   State  support  of  EDAEM 
should  be  continued.   Legislators  should  work  for  effective  government  and 
development  with  the  citizens  of  eastern  Montana.

RE:      Commercial   Fertilizer  Law/Special  Assessment 

The  following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  history,   revision  and  current  problems 
of  the  state's  commercial   fertilizer  law. 

History 

The  Montana  Commercial   Fertilizer  Law  was  enacted  in   the  1930's.      The  act 
was  amended  in  1961  and  1975. 

General   Discussion 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  1961   amended  law,    the  department  collected  re- 
gistration,   license  and  inspection  fees.      The  fees  were  deposited  into  an 
earmarked  revenue  fund  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  la\/. 
The  fee  schedule  for  registration  included  $25.00  per  brand;    $10.00  per 
grade  licenses   —  $25.00  per  blending  plant;   and  inspection  fee  of  $.15 
per  ton.      All   fees  were   to  be  paid  by  the  manufacturer. 

In   1971    the  legislature  enacted  a  special  assessment  law  as  prescribed  in 
Chapter  397.      The  special  assessment  act  provided  for  a   $.35  per  ton  assess- 
ment  to  be  levied  on  all   fertilizer  sold  in   the  State.      The  Department  of 
Agriculture  was  named  as   the  collecting  agent.      The  new  act  was  to  supplement 
the  existing  1961   fertilizer  act.      The  Department  was  granted  up  to  one 
percent  of  the  gross  income  as  a  collection  fee.      The  remainder  of  the  fees 
were   to  be  divided  equally  between  the  Experiment  Station  and  the  Extension 
Service.      The  percentage  breakdown  of  fees  collected  is  as  follows: 

a)  30%  inspection  fee    (Department) 

b)  .7%  collection  fee    (Department  of  Administration) 

c)  34.65%  Extension  Service 

d)  34.65%  Experiment  Station 

The  reason  for  amending  the  1961   fertilizer  act  was  to  accomodate  distribution 
changes   that  were  occur ing  in   the  State.      As  a  result   the  amendments  changed 


An  Affirmative  Action/ Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Employer 
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the  collection  procedures  for  special  assessment  fees: 

a)  All   fertilizer  dealers  except   those  selling  only  specialty 
fertilizers  are  required   to  be  licensed  before  selling  fertilizer 
in   Montana; 

b)  The  fertilizer  dealer  selling  to  a  non-licensed  or  non-registrant 
is  responsible  for  paying  tonnage  fees; 

c)  The  brand  registration  fee  has  been  dropped; 

d)  Specialty  fertilizers  in  packages  of  ten  pounds  or  less  are 
exempt  from  tonnage  fees  but  do  pay  a   higher  registration  fee. 
(includes  money  for  inspection  purposes.) 

e)  Inspection  fees   to   the  department   were  raised  from  $.15   to 
$.20  per  ton.      The  special   assessment  fee  was  not  changed  so  the 
total    tonnage  fee  is  now  $.55  per   ton. 

Under  provisions  of  the  1961   law,    the  manufacturer  was  responsible  for  paying 
tonnage  fees  on  all   fertilizer  shipped  to  Montana   distribution  points.      It 
should  be  noted   that  nearly  all   fertilizer  is  manufactured  outside  of  Montana. 
Therefore,    it  was  very  difficult  for  the  Department    to  check  the  accuracy 
of  reporting  records.      Due   to  price  differential ,    large   tonnages  were  known 
to  be  diverted  from  one  company   to  another,    thus  making  it   impossible   to 
keep  accurate   tonnage  records  per  company. 

In  order   to  eliminate  some  of  the  above  problems ,    the  present  law  requires 
any  individual   who  sells  fertilizer  in  Montana   to  pay   the  appropriate   tonnage 
tax  fees.      In  our  opinion,    the  present  law  allows   the  Department   to  apprehend 
those  within   the  State  who  may  be  avoiding  the  law. 

The  Department  does  recognize   that   there  is  a   high  probability  of  some  improper 
reporting  both  intentionally  and  by  error.      An  attempt  was  made  during  this 
session   to   strengthen   our  auditing  function   by  adding  an   inspector  with 
auditing  ability.      The  proposal    for  the  inspector  auditor  was  rejected  by   the 
legislative  appropriation  committee. 

The  Department' s  basic  responsibility  under  the  provisions  of  the  commercial 
fertilizer  law  have  changed  very  little  with  the  various  amended  statutes. 
Registration  of  products   is   required   so  labeling  can  be  reviewed  prior   to 
marketing  of  the  products.      Uniform  labeling  standards  help  prevent   the 
marketing  of  worthless  products.      The  Department' s   inspection   program  attempts 
to  detect  malpractices  and  violations  by  way  of  a   random  sampling  program. 
The  sampling  and  analytical   program  is   to  assure   the  consumer  of  commercial 
fertilizers   that   the  product  being  marketed  provides   the  appropriate  plant 
nutrients  indicated  by  the  label.      The  collection  of  fees  provides   funds   for 
the  program.      The  current   total    $.55  per   ton   fee  is  assigned  as   follows: 
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a)  36.36%   Inspection   fees 

b)  .64%   to  Collection  fee 

c)  31.5%  Experiment  Station 

d)  31 . 5%  Extension  Service 

Please  find  enclosed   tonnage  reports  from  1972   to  1978.      Also  enclosed  is  a 
presentation   to  the  Appropriation  Sub-Committee  requesting  an  auditor  investi- 
ga tor .

11.  Harold  Dover  -  Senator  District  24  -  gasohol  -  predicts  strides 
in  getting  ethenol  plants  built. 

12.  Harvey  Bryan  -  letter  regrets  not  being  able  to  attend  RAD  meeting. 

Keith  Williams  -  reported  on  Bill  S-14.   This  concerns  the  160  acre  limit. 
It  came  on  the  senate  floor  on  July  18,  1979.   This  bill  has  a  1280  acre 
limitation.   There  is  no  restriction  on  leasing  as  long  as  its  leased  on 
a  year  to  year  basis.   Equalizing  formula  is  still  there  on  class  one  land. 
A  residency  requirement  is  not  included.   One  geographic  area  is  exempted. 
This  is  the  Imperial  irrigation  district  in  California.   House  version  of 
this  bill  is  not  yet  out. 

Addition  to  Agenda  -  Roy  Linn 

Date  and  Location  of  Annual  Meeting  -  The  annual  meeting  is  set  for  December 
5th  and  6th,  1979.   Bozeman  was  suggested  as  the  location.   Keith  Williams 
moved  that  the  meeting  be  held  in  Bozeman,  motion  passed. 

Program  -  Aasheim  proposed  that  all  subcommittees  meet  on  December  5  to 
update  and  prepare  reports  to  be  given  on  December  6. 

Dick  Setterstrom  suggested  that  the  topic  of  the  annual  meeting  be  energy 
with  goal  of  getting  action  program  started.   It  was  suggested  that  KEEP 
personnel  provide  programs  on  energy  for  local  communities.   The  two  luncheons 
and  the  evening  banquet  would  be  devoted  to  various  aspects  of  energy. 

Other  topics  to  be  discussed  -  Keith  Williams  suggested  need  for  programs 
for  next  legislature  since  RAD  requests  were  not  very  well  received  last 
session. 

Bernard  Harkness  suggested  update  on  what  we  can  do  to  keep  state  current 
and  increase  value  of  Montana  products. 
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Looking  ahead  with  Montana  agriculture 

Energy Inflation Transportation 

Working  Effectively  with  State  Legislators  -  a  panel  consisting  of  Senators 
Paul  Boylan,  Gary  Fasbender,  Mike  Anderson  and  Representative  John  Scully. 

Chairman  Aasheim  stated  that  RAD  had  been  disappointed  in  the  legislatures 
actions  on  its  recommendations.   How  should  RAD  proceed  in  order  to  work 
more  effectively  with  the  legislature.   Lary  Fasbender  -  the  appropriations 
committee  does  not  answer  letters.   Legislators  don't  have  time  to  respond 
in  writing  to  all  requests. 

1.  The  legislature  in  this  session  chose  not  to  expand  state  government 

!        programs.   They  chose,  instead,  tc  give  tax  relief.   They  did  however, 
put  additional  dollars  into  the  university  system  in  excess  of 
what  other  state  agencies  received. 

2.  If  RAD,  or  anyone  else  would  like  new  programs,  they  need  to 
convince  voters  that  you  should  fund  programs  in  lieu  of  granting 
tax  relief. 

Paul  Boylan  -  How  can  RAD  be  more  effective  in  helping  legislature  make 
better  decisions. 

1.  Contact  local  legislatures  -  example:   students  come  from  all  parts 
of  Montana.   Let  the  legislature  know  that  people  in  Ekalaka  support 
MSU  and  that  it  is  not  just  Bozeraan  or  MSU  students  in  Bozeman. 

2.  Have  candidates  make  committments  to  your  problems.  You  have  to 
look  into  the  future.  Legislature  is  concerned  about  prisons, 
nursing  homes,  university  systems,  etc.  They  don't  want  to  have 
to  make  cuts  if  college  enrollment  decreases.  Extension  Service 
takes  a  beating  worse  than  any  other  unit.  However,  he  believes 
it  should  remain  a  part  of  the  University  System.  Legislators 
receive  a  lot  of  pressure  from  welfare  programs. 

Is  RAD  more  or  less  legitimate  than  other  pressure  groups. 

Boylan  -  felt  RAD  was  a  viable  group,  but  RAD  needs  to  coucerntrate  its 
efforts  on  an  individual  personal  basis  with  local  legislators. 

Mike  Anderson  -  Thought  agriculture  was  happy.   He  was  apparently  unaware 
of  University  (experiment  Station  and  Extension)  problems  with  funds  for 
agricultural  programs.   How  did  he  feel  RAD  could  be  more  effective  in 
working  with  the  legislature? 
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1.  Write  to  legislators;  they  read  letters  even  though  they  may  not 
answer  them. 

2.  Help  find  alternatives  for  programs  which  are  cut.   Example:   If 
Western  should  be  cut,  what  alternate  use  could  be  made  of  the 
the  facility  that  would  be  meaningful  to  Dillon  and  the  state. 

3.  Look  at  where  money  goes  and  help  decide  what  programs  to  cut. 

A.   Help  to  document  ineffective  and  inefficient  programs. 

He  said  that  he  supported  KEEP  but  thought  it  was  too  much  money  for  too 
few  people. 

He  also  stated  that  some  programs  are  federally  mandated,  if  they  are  not 
funded  then  state  is  taken  to  court. 

John  Scully  -  When  asked  how  RAD  could  be  more  effective  in  working  with 
the  legislature,  he  said  citizen  involvement  was  essential. 

He  immediately  asked: 

How  did  you  feel  about  the  legislature? 

How  many  times  were  you  there? 

Who  is  the  leadership  in  the  legislature? 

How  many  bills  were  passed. 

How  do  you  feel  concerning  annual  vs.  biennial  session? 

Recommendations : 


1.  Be  knowledgeable. 

2.  Become  involved  and  know  what  the  process  is. 

3.  Become  involved  at  the  local  level;  its  a  people  game;  know 
your  legislators  personally. 

4.  Assist  by  not  being  one  issue  oriented. 

5.  Rationally  find  out  why  a  legislator  may  not  be  iSupporting  something. 

In  summary:   (1)  Know  the  process,  (2)  contact  legislators  personally, 
(3)  tell  them  your  problems  (preferably  before  the  session). 

The  legislative  process  is  an  on-going  continuous  process.   We  can't 
afford  not  to  get  involved.   We  can't  limit  people's  access  and  use  of 
the  legislature. 

Questions : 

1.   Is  RAD  a  legitimate  pressure  group: 

Fasbender:   There  is  no  such  thing  as  an  illegitmate  lobbying  group. 
Some  are  more  influential  than  others.   No  RAD  is  not.   Financial 
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institutions,  education,  nursing  homes  etc.  are.   Most  legislators 
don't  know  who  RAD  IS. 

Scully  -  Legitimate,  supportive?  Legislators  need  diversified 
activity  which  RAD  represents. 

2.  What  is  function  and  "clout"  of  fiscal  analyst:   No  personal  information 
to  base  judgements  on  what  administration  has  done.   Scully  is 
opposed  to  increase  in  legislative  analyst  office. 

3.  Do  legislators  consider  what  will  produce  more  income  for  state?  Can't 
predict  economic  benefit.   At  any  rate,  you  can't  prove  it. 

A.   What  strategies  would  you  suggest? 

Boylan  -  need  to  rename  some  programs.   Example:   Saline  Seep  -  new 
varieties  to  prevent  Saline  Seep. 

Anderson  -  Broader  interest.  When  you  make  priorities,  consider  the 
overall  package. 

Scully  -  Can't  base  all  decisions  on  cost  effectiveness.   Decisions 
depend  on  the  dollars  you  can  spare  to  meet  demands. 

Fasbender  -  Were  priorities  made  by  RAD  for  programs?  Prioritize 
your  requests. 

Extension  Dairy  Program  -  John  Bryant,  extension  dairy  specialist,  made 
presentation  on  extension  dairy  program.  There  are  340  dairymen  in  the 
state. 

Bryant  did  a  dairy  needs  survey  to  help  determine  what  direction  the  dairy 
program  should  take.   From  this  he  determined  subject  matter  priorities 
and  developed  a  5  year  plan  utilizing  information  from  the  survey.   He 
developed  a  situational  statement;  did  agent  training.   He  developed 
a  dairy  herd  management  checklist,  a  dairy  management  handbook  and  two  AGNET 
programs:   (1)   Dairy  cost  analysis,  (2)   Ration  balancing. 

In  the  Ih   years  he  has  been  the  dairy  specialist,  he  has  also  conducted 
20  workshops,  made  farm  visits,  provided  agent  trainings,  helped  with  the 
western  dairy  conference  and  provided  dairy  tours. 

In  addition,  he  conducted  a  survey  on  the  most  effective  dairy  extension 
teaching  methods  which  he  has  used  to  develop  the  program. 

Extension  Agricultural  Engineering  Program  -  Gerald  Westesen,  specialist 
in  ag  engineering  presented  the  Ag  Engineering  program  in  extension.

Priorities  in  Ag  Engineering  program: 

1st  -  soil  and  water  -  principally  irrigation,  selection,  management  and 
scheduling,  and  system. 

2nd  -  Structures  and  environment  updating  extension  plan  services. 

3rd  -  Power  and  machinery  -  better  systems  for  cultivation,  etc. 

He  uses  a  variety  of  delivery  systems  including  educational  meetings, 
publications,  movie  on  water  management,  newsletter  and  farm  visits. 

Current  Issues  in  Farm  Policy,  Energy,  gasohol,  and  inflation  -  Dick 
McConnen,  Farm  Policy  Subcommittee,  talked  about  a  book  entitled 
Embattled  American,  Thoreau  Samuelsen,  U.S.  Standard  of  living  is  changed  - 
Why?  Between  1972-1978  industrial  activity  and  productivity  increased 
by  only  one  percent.   At  the  same  time  there  was  an  increase  in  demand 
for  low  productivity  areas  -  (services) .   47%  of  the  new  man  hours  added 
between  1972-1977  were  for  services. 

Problems  in  some  sectors  such  as  mining  reduced  production  because  of 
health  rules. 

Energy  -  need  more  emphasis  in  development  through  free  enterprise. 

What  can  we  do.   Productivity  goal  in  agriculture: 

1.  Improve  process  of  investment  and  disinvestment. 

2.  Gain  free  trade  for  agriculture. 

3.  Reduce  energy  inputs. 
Issues: 

Inflation  -  a  symptom  not  the  disease  -  too  many  dollars  -  too  few  goods. 
Cause  is  on  the  demand  side. 

1.  Increased  money  supply 

2.  Increases  with  government  deficit. 

3.  Society  -  we  want  goods  and  services.   We  haven't  dealt  with  problem 
either  because  we  do  not  have  committment  or  expertise  to  deal  with  production 
of  goods  and  services. 
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Need  growth  of  industry  so  productivity  can  increase. 
Basic  issues  in  farm  policy  in  1980: 

1.  Tax  credit  policy  helps  those  who  need  it  least. 

2.  Taxes  as  they  affect  agriculture. 

3.  Facing  changes  and  challenges  in  farm  policy. 

Roy  Linn,  safety  specialist  with  Extension  announced  programs  on  fire 
and  explosion  prevention  in  grain  elevators. 

July  31  -  Missoula 

September  and  October 

Great  Falls,  Billings,  Wolf  Point 

President  Tietz  -  MSU 

Commissioner  of  Higher  Education  Larry  Pettit  requested  University  system's 
to  provide  role  and  scope  statements  to  delineate  development  of  new  programs. 
This  was  an  effort  to  keep  universities  within  the  system  from  being 
canabalistic  and  a  way  to  control  growth,  particularly  at  MSU.   The 
report  of  the  role  and  scope  statement  was  delayed  until  after  the 
legislature  adjourned. 

Acting  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education  Bandy  had  a  report  that  was 
brought  forth  after  the  legislative  session.   Since  the  Board  of  Regents 
thought  Pettit 's  report  was  too  mild,  Bandy's  report  had  some  rather 
drastic  recommendations.   For  example: 

1.  Eliminate  elementary  education  at  MSU. 

2.  Combine  home  economics  programs  at  the  University  of  Montana 
and  MSU  into  one  program  etc. 

Of  the  11  receommendations ,  seven  involved  review  or  transfer  of  programs 
at  MSU. 

MSU  counteracted  this  with  the  philosophy  of  talking  about  MSU's  increased 
enrollment,  what's  been  good  about  MSU,  and  why  not  try  these  techniques 
at  other  campuses. 

78%  of  the  class  of  '78  got  jobs  of  their  first  choice. 

93%  of  the  engineering  graduates  got  jobs  of  first  choice. 

82%  of  agricultural  graduates  got  jobs  of  first  choice. 
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Every  unit  has  its  place  and  can  be  successful,  but  it  can't  be  successful 
doing  the  same  old  things. 

While  the  President  was  optimistic  about  enrollment  being  stable  to 
increasing,  he  had  some  concerns  also.   There  is  a  strong  movement  to 
transfer  film  and  TV  to  the  University  of  Montana  (one  regent  feels  very 
strongly  about  this).   This  would  phase  out  270  majors  from  MSU  and  the 
program  would  not  be  the  same  program  at  the  University  of  Montana  as  it 
is  at  MSU. 

The  equipment  would  remain  at  MSU  because  it  is  used  for  other  programs. 
University  of  Montana  would  have  to  build  a  facility. 

Legislature  -  Its  beneficial  to  contact  local  people.   Organizations  can 
support  a  much  broader  base  than  individuals. 

It  appears  that  new  ideas  can  be  funded  through  local  support  for  a  few 
years  and  then  they  are  often  dropped.   President  Tietz  predicts  that  this 
will  not  change. 

The  majority  of  people  in  both  houses  were  related  in  some  way  to 
agriculture.   Starting  now  every  opportunity  needs  to  be  used  to  talk  with 
legislative  groups  and  the  interim  finance  committee.   We  need  to  work  on 
specific  problems  and  prioritize  issues. 

Dean  Asleson  -  The  climate  of  the  legislature  has  changed  over  the  years. 
The  agricultural  advisory  council  has  become  a  university  advisory  council 
with  less  attention  devoted  to  agriculture.   The  advent  of  the  fiscal 
analyst's  office  means  they  are  making  the  decisions  and  not  the  legislature. 

This  year  agriculture  had  more  hearings  with  less  effectiveness  than  ever 
before.   Dr.  Asleson  proposes  the  following: 

1.  To  form  an  agricultural  advisory  group  to  get  support  needed  for 
programs  in  Montana. 

2.  To  develop  needs  in  agriculture  research  for  operating  funds  and 
capital  equipment  etc.  by  July  1,  1980.   A  10  year  plan  with 
plans  for  implementation  would  be  developed. 

Vice  President  Hoffman  -  Dr.  Hoffman  summarized  some  of  the  political 
realities  of  the  last  legislature. 

1.   He  was  asked  to  prioritize  programs.   He  prioritized  new  programs. 
AGNET  was  rated  ill   and  Extension  received  a  sheep  specialist 
which  was  down  the  list  of  priorities. 
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2.  The  overall  agricultural  membership  in  farm  organizations  was  not 
in  support  of  the  ag  coalition. 

3.  The  legislature  took  an  oath  not  to  create  new  programs  unless 
on-going  ones  were  cut. 

4.  In  answer  to  Senator  Boylan,  Extension  did  ask  for  a  program  on 
cropping  systems  -  not  saline  seep. 

5.  We  need  grass  roots  support  to  influence  the  joint  subcommittee 
on  appropriations. 

Ken  Baldwin  moved  that  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  Torlief  Aasheim  for 
his  generous  hospitality  at  his  cabin  on  the  previous  evening. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  October  10,  1979  at  the  Student  Union  Building 
at  10:00  a.m.   The  annual  meeting  will  be  discussed.   Topics  will  include 
a  gasahol  plan  by  Wallace  Edland. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:15  p.m.

Current  Developments  in  Gasahol  Production  in  Montana  -  Wallace  Edland 

Gasahal  production  is  now  feasible  due  to  new  technology  and  government 
subsidy.  Both  the  state  of  Montana  and  the  federal  government  have  eliminated 
taxes. 

Talmadge  has  a  bill  in  Congress  which  was  signed  by  Melcher  which  makes 
1.9  billion  dollars  available  to  be  used  in  loans  and  grants  for  alternative 
energy  such  as  wood  products  and  fuels.  This  money  is  available  to  EDA,  DOE, 
and  FHA. 

FHA  can  finance  small  grants  for  farmers  for  gasahol  plants  now.  Plans  are 
available  from  Kansas.  FHA  is  attending  a  workshop  in  Kansas  on  the  use  of 
gasahol,  solar,  and  wind  energy. 

Now  that  the  cost  of  wind  energy  has  increased,  it  becomes  more  feasible 
to  look  at  gasahol.  A  major  pilot  project  is  a  1.7  million  dollar  loan  to 
build  a  gasahol  plant  in  Glasgow.  Fifty-one  percent  of  this  plant  is 
owned  by  women. 

One  of  the  big  advantages  of  providing  gasahol  is  that  a  by-product  is 
dehydrated  grain  which  will  replace  soybean  meal.  This  plant  will  produce 
l-J^  million  gallons  a  year.  Valley  and  Sheridan  Counties  use  10  million 
gallons  of  gasoline  a  year.  It  will  cut  down  on  transporting  of  grain  to 
have  processed  dehydrated  grain  here  in  Montana. 

Northeastern  Montana  now  has  a  depressed  barley  market  because  of  the  cost 
of  transportation. 
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Barley  is  now  $1.65  per  bushel;   it  could  go  to  $2.60.     The  flexibility  in 
building  a  plant  is   to  incorporate  new  technology.     In  doing  this,  the 
distilling  process  could  be  eliminated  and  could  reduce  the  cost  to  56(t  per 
gallon.     So  when  tax   is  placed  on  gasahol ,   it  will    still   be  competetive 
and  can  still  relieve  the  demand  of  some  of  the  gasoline  needs. 

FHA  has  loans  only  -  no  grants.     Seventy  million  dollars  has  been  allocated 
to  FHA  for  farmer's  to  build  small    plants.     These  are  known  as  still    loans. 

Two  committees  have  benn  found  by  the  governor's  office  dealing  with  energy: 

1.  Alternate  energy  committee,

Update  on  CRD-USDA 

Committee  on  Rural    Development  is   the  only  one  with  that  title.     The  federal 
government  is  placing  more  emphasis  on  rural   development  than  ever  before. 

Rural   Water  Association 

R.   K.  Johnson  of  the  National    Rural   Water  Association  made  a  proposal   to 
Montana  that  Montana  start  a  rural   water  association  in  the  state.     Keith 
Hill   of  the  Lockwood  Social   Water  Users  Association  met  with  RAD  and  voiced 
the  opinion  that  he  felt  a  rural   water  association  would  be  helpful    to  them 
in  terms  of  providing   in-service  training  and  dealing  with  rural   water 
problems. 

EPA  makes  a  grant  of  up  to  $52,000  for  each  state  to  form  its  association  and 
helps  the  state  in  getting   it  established. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Jack   Iman  and  seconded  by  Bernard  Harkness   that  RAD 
support  a  Montana  Rural   Water  Association.     Motion  passed. 

Concerns  of  MSU 

Tom  Nopper,  Director  of  Administration,  MSU: 

1.  Enrollment  -  10,150  which   is  an  all   time  high.     We  had  9,950   this   time 
last  year. 

2.  In  terms  of  full   time  equivalents,   (FTE's)   -   (15  credit  hours  = 

1    FTE-undergraduates,  12  credit  hours  =  1    FTE  graduate)   last  year 
MSU  had  9,544  and  this  year  we  will   have  approximately  9,700. 

Funding  of  the  University 

A  study  of  university  funding  is  being  done  by  the  fiscal   analyst  office 
Curt  Nichols,  for  the  interim  finance  committee.

Budgeting  is  based  on  enrollment.     We  have  been  consistently 
projected  low  on  enrollment  figures.     The  formula  is  based  on  a 
3  year  average.     MSU  would  like  to  see  the  formula  modified  so  that 
at  least  1  year  ahead  is  projected,   then  use  a  rolling  average. 

In  budgeting,  they  start  with  a  historical   base  for  non-faculty 
support  area,   then  base  on  historical   per  student  cost  and  average 
between  U  of  M  and  MSU.     Therefore,   enrollment  is  projected  at  9,300 
MSU  had  9,900  -  therefore,  the  per  unit  cost  per  student  dropped. 

Operations  cost  per  student  based  on  same  formula.     This  was  based 
on  1978  cost  per  student  then  on  inflation  factor  was  applied  to 
determine  cost  per  student.     MSU  had  more  students  then  projected 
so  again  cost  per  student  was  low.     This  low  cost  per  student  is 
multiplied  by  low  projected  enrollment  next  time. 

Fee  Waivers  -  MSU  has  lowest  fee  waiver  cost. of  any  unit  in  the 
system.     The  formula  is  figured  in  the  same  manner  and  therefore 
you  have  the   same  problem.     Over  50%  of  honors   students  come  to 
MSU.     Then  there  are  no  discretionary  funds  for  scholarships.

6.  Capital  construction  -  the  legislature  approved  using  students  fees 
to  be  put  into  SUB-Health  and  Physical  Education  complex,  and  the 
fieldhouse.  It  granted  90  additional  units  for  student  housing  to 
replace  old  housing  and  provided  money  for  planning  small  animal 
building  and  film  and  TV  building  from  student  fees. 

Polycholourinated  Bipherol  -  Sue  Huls 

Montana  Pork  Producers  -  Polycholourinated  Bipherol  (PCB)  is  a  chemical  used 
in  cooling  systems.  It  was  banned  by  FDA  in  July,  1979  because  it  was  found 
to  cause  tumors  in  rats  which  were  carcinogenic.  In  an  accident  in  Japan, 
PCB  got  into  the  food  supply  (rice)  causing  abdominal  pain,  jaundice,  and 
miscarriages.  This  was  in  the  amount  of  30  mg .  per  day  which  is  2,000-3,000 
ppm.     PCB  is  an  extremely  stable  chemical  stored  in  fatty  tissue. 

Pierce  Packing  had  a  transformer  with  PCB  to  be  dented  and  leaked  into  the 
water  supply.  This  water  got  into  the  meal  used  in  feed  in  June  and  July. 
On  September  25,  Montana  Department  of  Livestock  met  because  Montana  hogs 
could  not  be  sold  to  west  coast  plants.  This  was  because  the  west  coast  plants 
did  not  want  to  hold  the  hogs  to  be  tested. 

Montana  legislators  got  involved  and  regulations  were  developed  for  producers 
who  had  not  fed  hogs  Pierce  Pack  meal,  and  regulations  for  those  who  had.  As 
a  result  the  pork  industry  has  not  been  hurt  as  badly  as  the  poultry  and  egg. 
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Rural  Youth  Institute  -  Gay  Holiday 

An  institute  is  being  planned  jointly  between  Eastern  Montana  College  and 
Montana  State  University  to  focus  on  improving  the  quality  of  life  in  rural 
Montana  so  that  Montana's  youth  will  be  interested  in  living  in  Montana. 
Youth  are  planning  the  institute  to  discuss  the  problems  of  rural 
Montanans  today  with  emphasis  on  what  can  be  done  to  improve  the  situation. 
Such  problems  as  energy,  rural  education,  and  urban  rural  development  will  be 
discussed.  An  adult  advisory  board  is  working  with  the  youth  on  the  planning 
and  implementation  of  the  institute.  Gay  Holiday  asked  for  RAD's  support 
in  this  effort.  Jim  Stevens  moved  that  RAD  support  the  Rural  Youth  Institute 
and  Jack  Iman  seconded  the  motion.  The  motion  passed. 

Forestry  Shrub  Committee  Report  -  Jane  Barry 

The  Wildlife  Habitat  Subcommittee  of  the  Woodland  Council  asked: 

1.  That  each  agency  update  and  upgrade  their  publications  on  wildlife 
habitat  improvement. 

2.  A  training  program  was  developed  by  agencies  to  train  people  in 
wildlife  habitat  improvement.  A  slide  set  was  made  and  it  needs 
a  script,  cassett  tape  and  to  be  duplicated  to  send  out.  Clayton 
Ogle  will  work  on  this. 

3.  Recognition  was  provided  by  RAD  in  the  fonn  of  a  plaque  for  the 
4-H  program  on  wildlife  habitat  improvement. 

4.  BLM  will  not  participate  because  of  funding  problems,  but  all 
other  agencies  are. 

Community  Development  Subcommittee  -  Rex  Campbell 

This  subcommittee  has  two  goals  for  the  year: 

1.  Pursue  land  use  planning  research  program, 

2.  Increase  interest  of  youth  in  local  government  and  local  affairs. 

A  2  year  program  for  elementary  schools  is  designed.  The  first  year 
the  committee  will  talk  to  principles  and  teachers.  The  second 
year  they  will  develop  a  curriculum  and  plan.  A  grant  proposal  is

Thank  you  for  sending  me  a  copy  of  your  letter  to  all 
the  Committee  members  of  the  Montana  Development  Association. 
I  am  sorry  to  be  slow  in  getting  in  touch  with  you,  however 
new  events  affecting  the  Milwaukee  happen  very  rapidly. 

Any  action  that  ends  all  Milwaukee  service  west  of  Mile 
City  would  drastically  harm  Montana  and  our  contribution  to 
the  Nation's  economy  now  and  in  the  future,  including:   the 
export  of  Montana's  grain  which  is  critical  to  the  nation's 
balance  of  trade,  the  use  of  low  sulphur  coal  for  other  parts 
of  the  country,  and  Montana  forest  products. 

As  you  aro  undoubtedly  aware,  the  Judge  ordered  the 
embargo  effective  November  1st.   Senator  Magnuson  along  with 
several  other  Senators,  including  Senator  Baucus  and  myself, 
have  been  working  on  short  term  legislation  to  keep  the 
Milwaukee's  present  system  operating  until  next  Spring  when  a 
long  term  overall  plan  can  be  implemented. 

Also,  the  House  of  Representatives  is  nearing  passage  of 
a  bill  similiar  to  one  I  sponsored  and  which  was  passed  by 
the  Senate  unanimously  several  months  ago. 

If  we  can  continue  to  work  toward  a  plan  that  provides 
operating  loans,  while  at  the  same  time  gain  Congressional 
support  for  long  term  loans  for  roadbed  rebuilding  and 
equipment,  the  Milwaukee  can  regain  stability,  provide 
money-making  freight  service,  and  become  a  vital  competitive 
railroad.   Without  the  Milwaukee,  the  Burlington  will  have  a 
freight  monopoly  in  Montana,  resulting  in  higher  and  higher 
freight  rates,  while  still  not  being  able  to  meet  the  growing 
freight  service  needed  for  grain,  coal,  and  forest  products.

The  committee  recommended 
a  positive  approach  to  maintain  recreational  use  in  Montana. 

Resolution  -  (see  attached).   The  group  suggested  that  the  package  proposed 
in  the  resolution  be  enlarged.   Keith  Williams  moved  that  the  recreation 
committee  proceed  with  their  recommendations,  seconded  by  Ken  Baldwin.   The 
motion  carried. 
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Remote  Sensing  -  Dave  Armstrong,  Chairman 

A  great  deal  of  remote  sensing  is  going  on  the  state.   The  committee 
is  trying  to  consolidate  imagery.   A  concern  is  that  imagery  is  generally 
unavailable  to  the  public  unless  the  public  contacts  the  agency  and  orders 
what  it  needs.   The  Department  of  Commimity  Affairs  Land  Satelite  Mapping 
project  is  in  process.   They  are  studying  the  feasibility  of  mapping  large 
areas  of  Montana  using  land  satelite.   At  present,  they  are  using  remote 
sensing  for  surveying  leafy  sp\irge. 

Soils  Subcommittee  -  Paul  Kresge,  Chairman 

This  includes  a  report  of  Extension  and  USDA  activities.   The  soil  fertility 
advisoiy  committee  minutes  are  included. 

Minutes  of  subcommittee  at  annual  meeting  -  recommendations : 

1)  Need  for  increased  activity  in  area  of  cropping  systems  (see  attached). 

2)  Acceptance  of  use  of  flexible  cropping  using  knowledge  to  minimize 
saline  seep. 

Paul  Kresge  moved  to  accept  recommendations  of  soils  committee.   It  was 
seconded  by  Jack  Iman  amd  the  motion  carried. 

Community  Development  -  Rex  Campbell,  Chairman 

Purpose:   to  develop  a  process  of  communication  decision  making  to  help 
people  do  those  things  they  want  to  do.   Two  vehicles  were  used: 

1)  Forest  Service  plan  -  using  public  in  a  significant  way  in  implementing 
plan.   The  problem  is  lack  of  citizen  involved  Dart icipat ion.   Most 

of  yesterday  was  used  looking  at  a  process  they  might  use. 
A  task  force  of  3  people  was  appointed  who  will  meet  and  assist  the 
Forest  Service  in  this  area.   (John  Staudmyer,  John  Burton,  Rex  Campbell) 
Gallatin  National  Forest  Service  (Pilot  project). 

2)  Increase  adult  and  youth  involvement  in  active  community  process 
through  elementary  schools .   The  committee  has  applied  for  a  grant 
to  train  teachers  who  are  willing  to  participate.   So  far  no  grantor. 
The  committee  has  applied  to  the  Kellogg  Foundation.   A  task  force 

in  Western  Montana,  Pat  Iman  Chairman,  will  make  a  list  of  priorities 
and  take  them  to  western  Montana.   They  will  decide  which  ones  they  want 
to  pursue. 

Eldon  Rice  -  will  look  at  priorities  and  decide  what  they  will  do, 
probably  in  the  area  of  impact  and  quality  health  care. 

Harvey  Bryan  -  A  task  force  will  look  at  EDAEM  activities.   Harvey 
presented  a  resolution  (see  attached).   He  moved  adoption.   The  resolution 
was  seconded  by  Rex  Campbell.   The  motion  carried. 
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Range  Committee  -  Harold.  Simmes ,  Chairman 

The  report  was  given  by  Farm  Hacker.   They  vrill  sponsor  the  youth  rajige 
camps  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  and  the  Old  West  Regional  Range  Judging 
School  with  increased  national  activity  with  range  lands  is  working  on  a 
range  stewardship  program.   Explanation  of  range  improvement  was  given. 
An  extension  range  conservationish  will  he  sought. 

Livestock  Committee  -  Ray  Woodward,  Chairman 

The  committee  is  concerned  about  the  Veterinary  Research  and  diagnostic 
laboratory.   Drs .  Glosser  and  Young  talked  about  problems  -  1  lab  -  2  separate 
administrations.   Where  do  they  report?   The  committee  endorsed  a  recommendation 
by  the  Montana  Stockgrowers .   This  is  in  the  hands  of  the  interim  legislative 
committee.   Bernard  Harkness  moved  that  the  2  labs  be  put  under  one  administrator. 
This  was  seconded  by  Mons  Tiegen  and  passed.   Packing  houses  are  a  problem 
in  Montana.   The  committee  was  informed  that  the  Animal  Science  Department 
had  no  permanent  head  since  April  1,  1978.   Plant  and  Soil  Science  Department 
has  not  had  a  permanent  head  since  February  1,  1978.   They  passed  a  resolution 
regarding  these  two  positions.   Ray  Woodward  made  the  motion  and  it  was 
seconded  by  Bernard  Harkness.   The  motion  passed. 

Weed  Subconmittee  -  Pete  Fay,  Chairman 

Developed  a  directory  of  weed  workers  in  the  state.   They  conducted  a 
weed  survey.   Weeds  are  the  number  one  crop  production  problem.   Weather, 
soil  related  problems,  prices,  plant  disease  and  transportation  were   mentioned. 
Number  one  weed  was  wild  oat.   Leafy  spurge  was  number  12.   The  committee 
formed  a  weed  identification  committee.   Resolution  -  help  weed  research  and 
education  committee  to  conduct  survey  on  loss  due  to  weeds.   Pete  Fay  made 
the  motion  and  was  seconded  by  Dick  Setterstrom.   The  motion  passed.   (See 
resolution  attached). 

Resolution  -  all  counties  earmarked  for  funds  to  support  biological 
weed  control  program  and  sent  to  California  for  contracts.  Bio.  weed  control  - 
benefiting  Montana.   Jack  Imaxi  moved  and  Jane  Barry  seconded.   Motion  carried. 

Farm  Safety  -  Roy  Linn,  Chairman 

Report  by  Jerry  Westesen.   Emphasis  fire  prevention  primarily  wood 
stove  safety.   Package  programs.

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MIMUTES  FOR  THE  CD  SUBCOMMITTEE  MEETINGS  OF  5-6  DECEMBER  1979 
5  December  1979 

1.  Rex  Campbell  (Chair)  opened  the  meetings  at  10:00  AM.  Those  present  were: 

John  Burton  Harvey  Bryant

2.  Harvey  Bryan  reviewed  the  current  status  of  EDAEM  and  acknoledged  that  it  is 
at  a  "crossroads"  concerning  its  future  and  role.  EDAEM  will  meet  in  January 
to  discuss  how  or  if  to  proceed  in  the  future.  Harvey  later  proposed  a 
resulution  supporting  EDAEM  for  presentation  to  the  RAD  membership  for  formal 
adoption  (copy  attached).  After  some  discussion  and  minor  changes  the 
proposed  resolution  was  approved  by  the  subcommittee  for  presentation  to 

the  full  RAD  Committee. 

3.  Rex  Campbell  reviewed  the  CD  Subcommittee  organization,  goals,  purpose  and 
operation  for  the  last  year.  He  noted  that  two  areas  of  interest  were: 

1)  the  citizen  involvement  process  being  undertaken  by  the  Gallatin 

National  Forest,  and  2)  the  lack  of  understanding  and  interest  of  people 

in  local  community  and  governmental  affairs/decision  making.  The  subcommittee 

is  attempting  to  pursue  this  concern  through  a  community  education  program 

in  the  elementary  schools.  Rex  also  discussed  the  use  of  local  task  forces 

to  pursue  the  interest  of  the  CD  Subcommittee  and  thus  eliminate  meetings  of  the 

full  subcommittee  except  during  annual  RAD  meetings. 

4.  Following  Rex  Campbell's  remarks,  a  brief  discussion  followed  on  areas  of 
concern  or  interest  to  the  subcommittee.  Energy  and  land  use  were  much 
discussed  topics.  It  was  generally  acknowledged,  however,  that  the  sub- 
committee's primary  interest  is  in  processes  that  facilitate  educational 
and  action  programs  rather  than  development  of  the  technical  informational 
aspects  of  particular  areas  such  as  land  use  and  energy. 

5.  John  Sandmeyer  presented  a  detailed  outline  of  the  Forest  Service's  citizen 
involvement  stragegy  and  expressed  strong  willingness  to  work  with  CD  sub- 
committee members  and  others  in  developing  a  model  strategy  for  citizen 
involvement.  The  area  of  citizen  involvement  strategies  was  of  great 
interest  to  the  subcommittee.  Discussion  of  the  Forest  Service's  plans, 
needs,  and  possible  involvement  of  the  CD  Subcommittee  continued  into  the 
afternoon. 

6.  Rex  Campbell  proposed  that  a  "steering  committee"  composed  of  himself, 
Carl  Wohlgenant,  John  Sandmeyer  and  John  Burton  work  cooperatively  with 
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the  Forest  Service  in  developing  and  testing  approaches  to  citizen  involve- 
ment. The  Gallatin  National  Forest's  effort  is  viewed  as  providing  a  natural 
opportunity  to  develop  and  test  strategies  for  citizen  involvement.  After 
some  discussion  of  roles,  there  appeared  to  be  general  agreement  for  the 
above  "steering  committee"  members  to  proceed. 

7.  Because  of  additional  business  needing  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
subcommittee  would  re-convene  at  7:30  AM  the  next  morning  (6  December  1979). 

8.  The  meeting  adjourned  at  approximately  4:30  AM, 


6  December  1979 

1.  Rex  Campbell  convened  the  CD  Subcommittee  meeting  at  approximately  7:40  AM.

Rex  Campbell  reviewed  areas  of  interest/concern  which  RAD  members  had 
previously  identified.  After  some  discussion  of  these  areas  of  concern, 
Pat  Iman  agreed  to  meet  with  Jim  DeBree  and  pursue  developing  an  appropriate 
task  force  in  the  western  part  of  the  state  to  deal  with  one  of  these  areas 
of  concern/interest.  El  don  Rice  agreed  to  visit  with  Frank  Daniels  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  undertaking  a  similar  task  force  effort  in 
eastern  Montana.  Major  areas  of  concern/interest  discussed  and  being 
given  consideration  were:  1)  lack  of  resource  awareness,  2)  inter-agency 
coordination,  3)  wasted  human  resources  (i.e.,  women),  and  4)  social  and 
economic  impacts  of  development.  Potential  task  forces,  however,  are  not 
limited  to  these  areas. 


Gloria  Gregg  reviewed  the  development  of  a  proposal  for  a  2-year  program  in 
schools  focusing  on  local  government  and  community  operations.  The  proposal 
was  submitted  to  the  Mott  Foundation  but  not  funded.  It  is  presently  under 
consideration  by  the  Kellog  Foundation.  Gloria  indicated  that  several  other 
funding  possibilities  exist.  If  these  are  not  successful,  however,  she 
suggested  that  the  program  be  revised  and  consideration  given  to  a  more 
limited  program  utilizing  existing  resources. 
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RESOLUTION  PROPOSAL 

The  following  is  a  resolution  of  support  for  EDAEM  proposed  from  the  CD 
Subcommittee  for  consideration  by  the  RAD  Committee  membership. 

"The  primary  value  and  objective  of  the  Economic  Development  Association  of 
Eastern  Montana  (EDAEM)  has  been  to  provide  an  organizational  structure  and 
processes  --  facilitating  local  self-determination  through  identification  of  rural 
concerns  or  needs  and  support  of  local  initiatives. 

EDAEM,  as  an  organization,  does  not  develop  and  implement  specific  action 
programs  but  endeavors  to  support  and  facilitate  the  efforts  of  community 
groups,  and  local,  state,  or  federal  agencies.  The  Rural  Area  Development  (RAD) 
Committee  fully  recognizes  the  value  of  EDAEM  and  recommends  public  funding 
to  support  the  facilitating  objectives  of  EDAEM.  There  is  a  significant  value 
in  funding  grass-roots  efforts  to  struggle  with  issues  of  policy  and  direction 
beyond  special  interest  on  an  area  basis." 

The  above  resolution,  if  passed,  should  be  sent  to  Montana's  congressional 
delegation,  the  Governor's  office,  EDAEM,  Carl  Hoffman,  President  Tietz,  and 
any  others  deemed  appropriate. 
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COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  SUBCOMMITTEE 


In  order  to  pursue  the  broad  purposes  of  the  subcowmittee  which  are  to 
increase   the   understanding  of  local   citizens  in   local   affairs   and   to  improve 
efficiency  through  better  understanding  of  local   affairs  with  school 
children,   two  emphasis  have  been  pursued  this  year  for  this  purpose. 
The   first   one  is  a   community  education  program  in   elementary  schools. 
A   task  force   designed  a   two  year  program  for  this   one.      The  program   consists 
of  one   year  gathering  materials  and  searching  for  teachers  willing  to 
attempt   a   community  education  program.      The  second  year  teachers  would  be 
trained  through  a   series  of  workshops.      The  proposal   was  presented  to  the 
Mott  Foundation  for  funding  and  was  not  funded.      It  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Kellogg  foundation. 

The  second  major  effort  this   year  involved  an  attempt   to  design  a   model 
for  citizen  involvement  in   land  use  planning.      The  Forest  Service  effort 
in  a  comprehensive  plan   for  the  Gallatin  National   Forest  will  be   the  area 
involved.      A  task  force  has  been   set   up  to  meet  with   the  Forest  Service 
personnel   for  planning  strategy.      Three  other  task  forces  were  set   up 
for  1980.      Pat   Iman  is  to  lead  one  in  Western  Montana  aimed  at  one  or 
more  of  the  high  priority  items  identified  by  the  executive  committee. 
Eldon  Rice   will   lead  one  in   South  East   Montana   perhaps  pursuing  community 
impact   as   a   result   of  coal   development.      Harvey  Bryon  will    lead  one  in  North 
East  Montana   aimed  at   revitalizing  and  continuing  EDEM . 
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RECREATION 


Tourism  is   of  extreme  importance   to   the  economy   of  Montana.      It   ranks   as 
the  third  industry  of  importance  in   the  state. 

Increasing  energy   costs   and  decreasing  fuel   availability  are  having  an 
adverse  effect  on  Montana's  recreation  service  industry. 

At   the  same  time,   it  is  in  the  national   interest   to  reduce  the  consumption 

of  fuel . 

The  Recreation  Subcommittee  recommends   that  RAD  encourage  and  initiate 
recreation  programs  that   encourage  Americans   to  plan  destination-oriented 
visits  where  the  visitor  will    travel   to  Montana  by  Common  carrier  or  car, 
and  stay  and  recreate  at  particular  destinations  or  areas.      This  would  change 
the  old  traditional    vacation   that  put   thousands  of  miles  on   the  family 
vehicle,    to  one  where  people  stay  in  one   area  for  a   longer  period  with  a 
more  in   depth   visit.      Existing  recreation  suppliers,   and  in  some  cases  new 
recreation   service  industries ,   would  complement   the  destination  oriented 
visitor  by  a   "packaging"   approach.      Such  programs  must   include  greatly 
improved  travel  planning  services,   increased  information  and  interpretation 
services,    trail  programs,   new  public  service  concessionares ,   and  will 
involve  close  coordination  with  local  business  and  interested  citizens.

I.  Subcommittee  Membership: 

It  is  necessary  to  update  the  membership  of  the  soil  sub- 
committee. A  number  of  suggestions  were  made  for  new  members. 
These  people  will  be  contacted  soon.  One  of  the  suggestions 
was  that  the  chairman  of  the  Soil  Fertility  Advisory  Committee 
be  asked  to  serve  on  the  RAD  subcommittee. 

II.  Dryland  Cropping  Systems: 

Most  of  the  discussion  of  the  subcommittee  related  to  ad- 
opting diyland  cropping  systems  to  increase  net  returns  and 
crop  yield  stability  while  reducing  erosion  and  soil  salinity 
problems,  and  making  efficient  use  of  energy  and  water. 

The  subcommittee  approved  the  following  recommendation 
to  be  made  to  the  full  RAD  committee: 

"We  recommend  that  RAD  support  the  acceptance  of  flexible 
cropping  systems  which  maximize  water  use  efficiency  by 
dryland  crops.  Basing  cropping  decisions  upon  water  avail- 
ability will  improve  yields  and  minimize  the  impacts  of 
crop  management  our  soil  salinity;  erosion  and  sedimenta- 
tion; and  soil  organic  matter." 

"We  further  recommend  that  RAD  support  the  following  spe- 
cific activities : 

1.  Assist  in  getting  existing  information  published 
and  disseminated. 

2.  Support  the  establishment  of  a  crop  management 
specialists  position  in  the  Extension  Service. 

3.  Encourage  the  establishment  of  demonstration 
areas  in  the  state. 

k.       Help  secure  funding  from  the  Montana  Legislature, 
Renewable  Resource  Development  funds  and  The 
Old  West  Regional  Commission" 
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Subject  to  approval  of  this  recommendation  the  subcommittee 
will  meet  in  Helena  on  January  16,  I98O  to  discuss  implementation 
strategies, 

III.     Fertilizer  Check-off  Tax: 

The  following  recommendation  is  made  to  the  RAD  committee: 

"We  recommend  that  RAD  encourage  the  Montana  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  other  appropriate  agencies  to  review  the 
Fertilizer  Tax  Collection  procedure  to  provide  for  complete 
and  equitable  collection  of  the  tax.

Director  Carl  Hoffman  and  Charles  Rust,  Program  Coordinator,  of  the  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  notified  the  committee  that  they  were  both  involved  in  a  meet- 
ing in  Lewis town. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Ron  Long  at  1:30PM.  Minutes  were 
read  and  approved.  Minutes  of  the  last  two  meetings  were  given  to  each  member.

It  was  suggested  we  call  fertilizer  manufacturers  to  check  on  fertilizer  sales 
from  July  1,  1978  to  July  1,  1979.  Ron  Long  will  contact  the  manufacturers  by 
letter  asking  for  total  sales.  Earl  Skogley  and  Paul  Kresge  will  help  with  this 
project.  Walt  Mangels  suggested  the  next  meeting  be  held  in  Helena  the  week  of 
January  l^^th,  (15,1 6  or  preferrably  the  17th),  with  the  commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture to  learn  about  fertilizer  tax  collections.  Roger  will  check  with  the 
department  of  Agriculture. 

Discussion  followed  on  Extension  budget  and  funding;  concern  about  carry  over 
funds,  and  discussion  on  vehicle  purchase  from  funds.  Motion  made  and  seconded 
to  purchase  a  vehicle  (3/^  ton  pickup)  for  soil  fertility  work.  Motion  passed 
unanimously.

Paul  has  concentrated 
on  Sulfur  tissue  testing  and  fertilizer  response  on  forages  mainly  grass 
hay  in  the  Gallatin  County.  Ray  Gavlak  has  worked  for  both  soil  scientists 
in  collecting  data  and  plans  to  work  on  laboratory  analysis  of  all  plant 
materials  this  winter.  Roger  Wilson  reported  on  his  work  in  forage  and 
native  range  fertilization.  Beef  gains  on  fertilized  ramge  and  cheatgrass 
control  projects  were  reported. 

Roger  Wilson  notified  the  group  of  his  intentions  to  resign  from  the  Ext- 
ension Service  and  Paul  Kresge  was  appointed  Secretary.

DECE^ffiER  1979 


Research  and  Extension  programs  in  the  soils  area 
cover  a  wide  range  of  activities.  While  some  programs 
have  been  cut  back  substantially,  others  are  being  ex- 
panded. This  report  covers  the  status  of  the  follow- 
ing general  areas  of  activity: 

1.  Soil  Fertility  research  and  Extension 

2.  Rural  Clean  Water,  Saline  Seep  and  Erosion 

3.  Soil  Survey,  Mapping  and  Remote  Sensing 

1.   Soil  Fertility  Research  and  Extension: 

The  evaluation  of  the  potassium  status  of  Montana 
soils  by  Dr.  Earl  Skogley  continues  to  be  the  major 
area  of  soil  fertility  research  at  MSU.  Graduate  re- 
search by  Bernard  Schaff  has  shown  that  soil  temper- 
ature and  soil  consistence  are  controlling  the  potass- 
ium supplying  ability  of  our  soils.   Dr.  Skogley  an- 
ticipates that  following  this  line  of  research  will 
lead  to  a  viable  procedure  for  making  potassium  fert- 
ilizer recommendations. 

A  promising  research  project  seeks  to  utilize  an- 
nual legumes  and  other  crops  to  supply  nitrogen  in 
small  grain  production.  The  project  is  being  conduct- 
ed by  Dr.s  Jim  Sims  and  Ron  Lockerman.  Although  the 
work  is  just  getting  underway,  a  number  of  Australian 
annual  legumes  show  promise  for  use  in  Montana. 

Extension  soils  efforts,  though  slowed,  are  still 
alive  and  well.  The  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Neil  Christensen  is  not  yet  filled  but  the  se- 
arch committee  will  begin  reviewing  applications  in  mid- 
January.  Dr.  Roger  Wilson  recently  joined  the  Tennessee 
Valley  Authority  as  regional  representative  at  Pullman, 
Washington.  A  search  committee  is  being  formed  to  fill 
this  vacancy. 

Major  extension  fertilizer  demonstration  activities 
in  1979  dealt  with  sulfur  fertility  of  forages  in  South 
Western  Montana,  fertilizer  material  evaluations  and 
large  scale  range  fertilization.  Another  activity  has 
been  development  of  computer  programs  for  AGNET.  An  agr- 
onomic management  program  for  flexible  cropping  systems 
is  now  operational.  Work  is  now  underway  to  incorporate 
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winter  wheat  and  sunflowers  into  the  model.  The 
FLEXCROP  model  is  now  being  used  to  test  the  use- 
fulness of  soil  potential  ratings  for  crop  mana- 
gement . 

The  Soil  Fertility  Advisory  Committee  which 
reviews  research  and  education  programs  funded  by 
the  fertilizer  tax  has  expressed  a  desire  for  bet- 
ter communication  with  the  RAD  Committee.  At  their 
last  regular  meeting  they  suggested  that  minutes 
of  their  meeting  be  provided  to  the  RAD  Committee. 
A  copy  is  attached  to  this  report.  We  now  need  to 
explore  more  effective  means  of  communication. 


2.   Rural  Clean  Water,  Saline  Seep,  and  Erosion: 

Roger  Wilson  served  on  the  State  Rural  Clean 
Water  Coordinating  Committee  until  recently  when  he 
was  replaced  by  Gerald  Westesen.   Extension  will 
continue  its  involvement  in  these  activities.  Ex- 
tension soils  will  have  a  limited  ability  to  res- 
pond in  the  near  future  however. 

Soil  salinity  and  erosion  continue  to  be  major 
problems  in  Montana.  Efforts  in  the  subject  area 
of  cropping  systems  are  now  focused  on  an  Extension 
task  force  beginning  work  in  the  Triangle.  Soils 
personnel  will  be  actively  involved  with  that  task 
force. 

Previously  started  programs  in  the  utilization 
of  weather  information  and  soil  water  management  will 
be  maintained  at  a  low  level  until  Extension  Soils 
is  back  to  full  staff. 


3.   Soil  Survey,  Mapping  and  Remote  Sensing: 

The  following  items  summarize  progress  in  these 
subject  matter  areas. 

The  new  generalized  soil  map  of  the  state 
(1:1,000,000  scale)  is  published,  but  will  not  be 
released  until  the  new  bulletin,  Soils  of  Montana, 
is  published  in  early  1980.  High  quality  color 
photographs  of  representative  soils  and  landscapes 
will  help  laymen  recognize  soil  differences  but 
these  photographs  have  delayed  publication. 

The  bulletin  describing  landscapes  and  parent 
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niaterials  of  Montana  soils  will  soon  go  to  press.  Block 
diagrams,  maps,  and  narratives  of  this  publication  will 
supplement  the  new  state  map  and  bulletin. 

A  land  cover  map  of  the  state  was  prepared  at  (1: 
1,000,000  scale)by  visual  interpretation  of  LANDSAT 
imagery.  Mapping  units  are  dryland  agriculture,  irriga- 
ted agriculture,  range,  forest,  and  wetlands.  The  map 
was  further  reduced  and  generalized  for  publication  in 
the  new  soil  bulletin. 

The  Montana  Land  Resources  Demonstration  project 
has  completed  preliminary  classification  of  vegetative 
cover  for  two  LANDSAT  frames  in  western  Montana.   Ground 
truth  and  training  site  selection  are  completed.  The 
classification  will  be  refined  before  production  of 
final  map  products.  The  Montana  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  and  Conservation  has  primary  responsibility 
for  project  completion.   Cooperating  agencies  are  the 
Montana  Department  of  Revenue  and  Montana  State  University. 

Mine  Soil  Resources  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains  is 
the  subject  of  recent  publications  by  Schafer,  Nielsen, 
Dollhopf,  and  Temple.  Work  continues  on  spatial  variab- 
ility, mapping  characterization,  interpretations  and 
potentials.  These  are  MSU/SEA/SCS  cooperative  projects. 

Maps  of  geologic  materials  and  land  forms  are  being 
delineated  prior  to  initiation  of  a  new  soil  survey  in 
the  Whitehall/Butte  area.  Relationships  of  soils,  geol- 
ogic units,  and  land  forms  and  vegetation  are  being  stud- 
ied. A  computer  terminal  in  the  field  office  will  be 
used  to  assist  the  soil  survey. 

Results  from  a  national  questionnaire  about  mine 
soil  productivity  indicated  that  comparable  yields  and 
auxiliary  facts  about  soil,  climate,  and  management 
inputs  are  exceedingly  rare.  Com  yields  on  strip  mined 
lands  ranged  from  9^%   to  10!^  of  yields  on  adjacent  nat- 
ive soils,  depending  upon  soil  replacement  and  reclama- 
tion techniques.  Yield  figures  alone  have  little  mean- 
ing unless  auxiliary  data  about  soil,  climate,  and  mana- 
gement (e.g.  fertilizers  applied)  are  also  reported. 
But  most  yield  reports  are  accompanied  by  a  different 
set  of  auxiliary  data. 

Range  soil  potentials  are  being  evaluated  at  35 
sites  in  cooperation  with  BLl-I.  Vegetative  product- 
ivity was  measured  at  each  site,  the  soils  were  sampled, 
and  are  being  analyzed. 

Forest  soil  potentials  and  compaction  hazards  from 
logging  operations  are  being  evaluated  in  three  national 
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forests.  The  U.S.  Forest  Service  and  Champion  Timber- 
lands  cooperate  in  this  project.  Effects  of  timber 
harvest  operations  on  bulk  density,  infiltration  rates, 
and  other  physical  properties  are  under  investigation. 

Preliminary  measurements  were  made  of  energy  re- 
quired to  till  several  Montana  soils .  These  data  may 
contribute  to  soil  potential  ratings  for  crop  product- 
ion. 

Soil  performance  (yield)  data  for  spring  wheat 
production  was  obtained  for  two  soils  in  Blaine  County. 
Scobey  soils  outyielded  Kevin  by  200-^00^  in  the  same 
fields  where  management  and  macroclimate  were  constant. 
Performance  data  of  this  type  are  needed  to  substantiate 
soil  potential  ratings. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  THE  RURAL  AREAS  DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 
from  the 
FORESTRY  SUBCOMMITTEE 

The  following  is  a  summarization  of  the  Forestry  Subcommittee  activites  for 
Calendar  Year  1979: 

Two  meetings  were  held  in  1979,  one  in  February  at  Missoula  and  one  in  September 
at  Poison.  Both  meetings  were  well  attended. 

The  Missoula  meeting,  chaired  by  Dick  Setterstrom,  was  used  to  discuss  whether 
or  not  the  Woodland  Council's  role  is  relevant  to  forestry  needs  in  Montana.  Consensus 
of  the  group  indicated  the  Council  is  a  relevant  organization  regarding  forestry  in 
Montana,  and  also  indicated  it  should  consider  broadening  the  scope  beyond  its  original 
charter  to  review  technical  information  prior  to  distribution  to  various  publics. 
Further  discussion  on  this  subject  took  place  at  the  Poison  meeting  with  the  conclusion 
that  the  Council  would  send  copies  of  the  existing  charter  to  its  members  for  review 
just  prior  to  the  January  1980  meeting.  The  primary  topic  of  this  meeting  will  be  to 
discuss  the  role,  scope  and  how  to  revitalize  the  Council. 

Other  activities  of  the  Forestry  Subcommittee  this  year  are  as  follows: 

1.  Wildlife  Habitat  Improvement  Committee--Under  the  able  leadership  of  Jane 
Barry,  the  Committee  has  progressed  towards  its  goals.  Since  Jane  recently 
gave  a  presentation  to  this  group,  I  will  not  make  further  comment. 

2.  4-H  Forestry  Curriculum  Committee--The  Woodland  Council  was  asked  to  review 
and  update  the  4-H  Forestry  Curriculum.  A  committee  was  selected  from 
Industry,  State  and  Federal  forestry  organizations,  as  well  as  from  the 
Extension  Service.  A  lot  of  work  by  this  committee  took  place  to  determine 
what  is  still  relevant  in  the  existing  curriculum,  writing  new  projects  and 
reviewing  the  new  National  4-H  forestry  curriculum. 

The  Extension  Service  has  accepted  and  is  now  using  Unit  A  of  the  National 
curriculum.  Unit  B  has  been  reviewed  by  some  members  of  the  committee. 
Their  comments  indicate  that  information  contained  in  Unit  B  is  "too  little 
and  too  general"  and  "the  most  glaring  deficiency  ...  is  the  lack  of 
guidance  for  projects  and  lists  and  locations  of  resource  persons  and 
references  that  could  be  utilized  by  the  4-H  participant  in  completing 
challenging  projects." 

The  Council  committee  will  get  back  with  Extension  to  help  with  this  problem. 

3.  Extension  Forester--Again,  much  effort  was  spent  by  a  lot  of  people  to  gain 
an  Extension  Forester  position  for  Montana,  and  again  the  position  was  not 
funded.  However,  because  of  the  importance  of  and  the  need  for  this  position, 
I  am  sure  efforts  will  be  renewed. 

Because  of  a  section  of  Public  Law  95-306--the  Extension  Forester  Act--which 
requires  that  an  advisory  council  be  created,  the  Forestry  Subcommittee  passed 
a  motion  to  accept  the  responsibility  to  function  in  that  capacity  when 
requested. 
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As  I  have  already  mentioned,  the  next  meeting  of  the  Forestry  Subcommittee  will 
be  January  24  and  25  at  Bozeman.  Those  of  you  wishing  to  attend  are  welcome.  At 
this  meeting,  Torley,  we  will  consider  adjusting  either  our  fall  or  winter  meeting 
to  coincide  with  RAD's  future  annual  meetings  in  December.

WHEREAS,  increasing  energy  costs  and  decreasing  availability  is  having  an 

adverse  effect  on  the  recreation  service  industry;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  in  the  nationaJ.  interest  to  reduce  the  consumption  of  fuel;  and 

WHEREAS,  our  mountains,  forests,  and  rangelands  offer  outstanding  opportunities 

for  healthful  leisure  time  activities  which  are  relatively  low  consumers  of 

energy. 

It  is,  therefore,  RESOLVED  THAT:  The  Secretaries  of  Agriculture  and  Interior, 

in  cooperation  with  the  States  and  the  recreation  service  industry,  will  initiate 

recreation  programs  aimed  at  encouraging  Americans  to  plan  destination-oriented 

visits  where  the  visitors  will  travel  to  the  Old  West  Region  by  car  or  common 

carrier  and  recreate  in  their  public  lands  in  depth  with  the  support  of  existing, 

and  in  some  cases  new,  recreation  service  industries.   Such  programs  must 

include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  greatly  improved  travel  planning  services, 

increased  information  and  interpretation  services,  trail  programs,  new  public 

service  concessionaires,  and  will  involve  close  coordination  with  local  businesses 

and  interested  citizens.

SUBJECT:     Relationship  Between  National  Forest  Programs  and 
Energy  Shortages 

TO:     Regional  Forester,  R-1 


The  relationship' between  National  Forest  programs  and  the  growing 
energy  shortages  was  recognized  as  an  issue  during  the  K-1  Ranger 
Conference.  There  is  no  question  that  the  agency  responsible  for 
nearly  10  percent  of  the  surface  of  the  Nation  should  give  this 
matter  much  attention.   Because  these  lands  contain  the  most  scenic 
parts  of  our  N.ntion's  open  space,  our  recreation  programs  have  a 
significant  relationship  to  energy  consumption.  As  Forest  Service 
people  discussed  this  issue  In  recent  years,  two  general  schools 
of  thought  emerged: 

I .  National  Forest  Recreation  (particularly  in  the  sparsely  popu- 
lated parts  of  the  West)  is  part  of  the  energy  problem. 

Advocates  of  this  point  of  view  assert  that  National  Forests  are 
generally  not  where  the  people  are  and  that  it  takes  much  gasoline 
to  drive  to  them.   The  more  than  200,000,000  visitor  days  of  use  of 
National  Forests  represents  a  tremendous  drain  on  fuel  supplies. 
They  predict  that  as  fuel  becomes  more  expensive  and  scarce,  many 
of  those  coming  now  will  stay  home  and  use  will  drop,  particularly 
in  remote  areas  like  Region  1.  The  suggestion  that  recreation  pro- 
grams be  reoriented  toward  National  Forests  near  population  centers 
is  consistent  with  this  philosophy. 

If  these  assumptions  are  correct,  it  also  follows  that  the  tourist 
industry  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  states  is  in  serious  trouble.   Re- 
orientation of  Forest  Service  recreation  programs  toward  population 
centers  would  add  to  the  problem.  This  would  have  serious  impact 
on  states  like  Montana,  Idaho  and  North  Dakota  where  tourism  is  the 
third  largest  industry. 

II .  National  Forest  recreation  can  be  part  of  the  solution  to  the 
energy  problem  and  part  of  the  salvation  of  the  tourism  industry. 

This  point  of  view  recognizes  that  time  spent  in  National  Forest 
recreation  is  only  one  small  part  of  our  national  expenditure  of 
leisure  time.   The  average  working  person  spends  about  40  hours  per 
week  working,  56  hoars  per  week  sleeping  and  another  30  hours  commut- 
ing, eating  and  doing  home  chores.  This  leaves  about  42  hours  of 
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discretionary  time,  plus  about  500  hours  of  vacation  time  or  a 
total  of  about  2,550  hours  annually.  This  time  is  spent  on  a 
wide  variety  of  activities  ranging  from  watching  TV  to  skydiving, 
but  only  about  12  hours  or  0.45  percent  is  presently  spent  on  the 
National  Forests. 

ITiis  viewpoint  also  recognizes  the  concept  of  substitutabllity 
among  recreation  activities.  What  does  this  mean?  In  any 
recreation  experience,  participants  are  looking  for  certain 
satisfaction.   In  tiirms  of  our  current  energy  problem  it  suggestr. 
that  the  National  Forest  System  providesrecreation  experiences 
yielding  similar  satisfaction  as  more  energy  intensive  recreation 
activities  elsevrherii. 

Many  leisure  time  activities  are  more  energy  intensive  than  most 
National  Forest  recreation  activities.   For  example,  the  1972 
National  Recreation  Survey  estimated  that  Americans  spent 
767,700,000  activity  days  driving  for  pleasure  and  sightseeing. 
The  tourist  industry  is  at  present  almost  totally  oriented  toward 
the  automobile,  and  our  increasing  population,  with  increased 
leisure  time,  will  jurely  continue  to  take  vacations.  Our  goal

should  be  to  offer 
and  sightsee  in  way;

To  accomplish  this  f.oal.  National  Forest  recreation  programs  could 
have  a  two-pronged  objective:   (1)  to  shift  leisure  activities 
from  those  non-National  Forest  recreation  pursuits  that  are  highly 
energy  consumptive  to  outdoor  activities  that  consume  less,  and 
(2)  to  encourage  National  Forest  visitors  toward  in-depth  enjoy- 
ment of  a  more  concentrated  area  rather  than  "windshield-touring" 
a  large  number  of  f crests  and  parks. 

Use  of  National  Forests  would  be  only  one  part  of  the  effect  of 
these  programs.   Evt ry  recreation  experience  has  three  parts: 
planning  or  antlcipction;  participation;  and  recollection.  A 
fawily  planning  a  National  Forest  vacation  in  1980  will  spend 
many  hours  planning,  working  on  equipment  and  learning  new  skills 
this  coming  winter.  They  probably  will  take  some  short  weekend, 
overnight  or  day  trjps  early  next  spring  as  a  practice  effort  and 
they  may  join  an  outing  club  of  some  kind.   In  the  fall  and  winter 
of  1980  they  will  pess  on  their  experiences  to  others  by  pictures 
and  start  training  the  less  experienced  while  preparing  for  a  new 
trip  in  1981.  All  of  this  planning  and  recollection  time  might 
otherwise  be  spent  in  activities  that  are  high  energy  consumers. 
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This  scenario  doesn't  say  to  Americans  "stay  home  and  save  gasoline." 
It  says  "you  can  travel  and  see  America,  but  you  can  do  it  in  a  way 
that  uses  less  Basolinp. ."  No  part  of  America  would  be  out  of  reach 
because  of  energy.   But  trips  would  be  planned  to  see  destination 
spots  in  depth  rather  than  skimming  through  the  country  on  the  high- 
ways. Tourists  would  still  fill  the  motels  and  restaurants  in  the 
Northern  Region,  but  would  spend  less  time  on  the  highways.   If, 
for  example,  we  could  entice  200  families  a  day  to  spend  two  nights 
in  Missoula,  rather  than  driving  on,  it  would  save  A, 000  gallons  of 
gasoline  per  day  or  400,000  gallons  in  a  100  day  tourist  season. 
Multiply  this  times  the  number  of  potential  destination  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Northern  Region  and  the  effect  becomes  significant. 
To  accomplish  this  we'll  have  to  reach  these  families  with  informa- 
tion before  they  plan  their  trip. 

How  can  we  do  this?  We'll  have  to  work  with  city,  county,  and  state 
agencies  and  the  tourist  industry.  We'll  have  to  exert  leadership 
and  show  some  imagination.  We'll  have  to  provide  Information;  our 
ROC  is  one  good  tool,  but  only  a  start.  We'll  have  to  fix  up  our 
trails  and  build  soir.e  new  ones.  There  will  have  to  be  a  wide  range 
of  new  public  service  concessionaires:  college  students  can  earn 
money  while  guiding  day  hikes;  a  mountain  cVialet  system  could  intro- 
duce thousands  of  hikers  to  our  more  remote  scenic  areas;  and  summer- 
time equipment  rental  will  flourish.   There  will  still  be  snowmobiles 
and  trail  cycles  on  the  National  Forests.  There  will  be  more  National 
Forest  visitors  ind  becaune  of  that  there  may  even  be  more  energy 
used  for  National  Forest  recreation  than  there  is  now.   But  the  net 
amount  of  energy  used  for  all  leisure  activities  will  be  significantly 
reduced. 

So  what  do  we  do? 

VJe  can't  have  any  influence  on  the  1979  season  and  perhaps  only  a 
little  on  the  1980  searon,  but  if  we  get  started  now  we  can  start 
having  a  very  positive  effect  in  1981.   I  propose: 

1.  You  suggest  a  meeting  with  the  Governors  of  Idaho,  ^fc)ntana, 
and  North  Dakota  together  with  their  Directors  of  Parks  and  Recre.itlon 
and  their  Travel  Promotion  Bureaus.  Also  include  in  the  meeting  key 
people  from  the  tourist  industry,  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of 
Land  Itonagement  and  Park  Service. 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  would  be  to  explore  ideas  and  develop  a 
charter  to  guide  a  coordinated  program. 
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2.  Put  toge  her  r  task  group  of  Forest  Service  recre&tloi; 
people  and  represen  ativts  from  the  States  and  tourist  indusliy 
to  develop  a  specif  c  action  program  and  cost  it  out. 

3.  Present  i he  piogratn  to  the  Chief  for  funding  conslderntlon. 

If  you  have  any  question  about  what  I  am  proposing  I'll  be  happy  to 
discuss  it  in  depth. 

If  you  concur  with  the  proposal,  my  recreation  staff  and  I  will  tet 
it  in  motion.

Minutes 
12-5-79 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Ray  Woodward.  Minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read  by  the  Chairman.  Those  present  at  the  meeting  were:  Bob  Thoft, 
Dale  Davis,  Dick  Davidson,  Clyde  Greer,  Walt  Fillmore,  Bernard  Harkness,  David 
Young,  Charlie  Balsom,  Gay  Holiday,  Jack  Iman,  Mons  Teigen,  Jim  Glosser,  Carl 
Hoffman,  A.B.  Linford,  Keith  Williams,  Ray  Woodward  and  Roger  Brownson. 

Bob  Thoft  reported  on  the  weak  calf  research  program.  It  will  not  be  funded 
next  year.  Dr.  Jack  Ward  has  volunteered  to  work  for  nothing  until  the  lab 
work  is  cleaned  up.  Some  of  the  monies  have  been  turned  back  to  the  Old  West 
Commission.  He  felt  that  it  would  be  a  waste  to  let  the  already  started  work 
left  incomplete. 

Thoft  also  reported  on  Senate  Joint  Resolution  32  concerning  Veterinary  Research 
and  Diagnostic  Laboratories.  Four  people  were  appointed  to  the  committee. 
Senators  Jack  Gait  and  Larry  Fasbender  and  Representatives  Ester  Bengstrom  and 
Bob  Thoft.  It  is  agreed  that  the  two  labs  should  be  managed  jointly.  A  long 
discussion  was  held  as  to  how  this  could  be  done. 

Several  individuals  and  respresentati ves  of  state  Associations  spoke  or  pre- 
sented proposals  for  the  diagnostic  lab  and  veterinary  research  lab  problems. 
This  was  recorded  by  Bob  Thoft  for  use  on  the  4-person  legislative  committee. 

Bernard  moved  that  a  board  of  four  individuals  (President  of  MSU,  State  Veterinarian, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Livestock  and  Dean  of  Agriculture)  administer  the  program, 
hire  and  direct  the  single  administrators  suggested  by  the  Montana  Stockgrowers 
Association  proposal  (see  attachment).* 

Seconded  by  Mons. 
Passed,  one  opposed. 

Dick  Davidson  reported  on  wheat  feeding.  It  is  successful  and  it  offers  more 
potential.  As  a  result  of  action  by  this  Committee  progress  is  being  made  in 
building  other  clipping  facilities  for  scabies  control.  One  is  currently  under 
construction  at  this  feedlot. 

Packing  house  problems  are  increasing  nationwide.  K  Bar  K  are  not  killing  cattle. 
They  are  buying  box  beef  and  are  acting  as  a  warehouse.  He  is  hopeful  that  some- 
day they  will  begin  to  kill  cattle  again.  Beef  packers  have  been  operating  on 
a  very  low  margin  recently. 

Pork  promotion  is  paying  tremendous  dividends.   It  may  be  that  they  are  taking  a 
larger  portion  of  the  red  meat  trade.  Support  is  needed  for  the  beef  referendum. 

Clyde  Greer  reported  on  the  livestock  outlook.  January  1,  1980  inventories  should 
be  lower  than  January  1,  1979.  Inventories  are  favorable  but  the  general  economy 
and  inflation  are  unfavorable. 

A  resolution  was  read  by  Mons  Teigen  in  regard  to  the' hiring  of  the  College  of 
Agriculture  Department  Head.  The  resolution  is  under  separate  heading,  (see 
attachment) . 

*  Balance  of  resolution  at  conclusion  of  minutes. 
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Seconded. 

Passed  unanimously. 

It  was  also  moved  by  Keith  Williams  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  appropriate 
legislative  finance  committees. 

Seconded. 
Passed. 

Dr.  Carl  Hoffman  reported  the  Extension  position  proposals  for  the  last  legislative 
session.  In  regard  to  program  adoption  he  showed  how  useful  programs  come  into 
existence. 

A  discussion  was  held  regarding  the  need  of  an  additional  Extension  beef  specialist. 
It  was  felt  that  this  need  still  exists.  Groundwork  must  be  laid  before  legis- 
lators reach  Helena.  Committee  members  are  urged  to  contact  their  legislators. 
Beef  provides  approximately  80-85%  of  all  livestock  income  in  Montana.

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PROPOSAL  REGARDING  HIRING  OF  THE  COLLEGE  OF  AGRICULTURE  DEPARTMENT  HEAD 

There  is  a  problem  in  the  administration  of  the  division  of  agriculture  at 
Montana  State  University  in  that  two  of  the  most  important  departments. 
Animal  and  Range  Science  and  Plant  and  Soil  Science,  have  not  had  permanent 
heads  for  approximately  18  and  22  months,  respectively. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  research  and  teaching  activities  of  both 
departments  to  the  livestock  industry,  it  is  resolved  that  the  administration 
of  Montana  State  University  be  requested  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  RAD 
to  expedite  the  selection  of  a  permanent  head  for  each  department. 


PROPOSAL  CONCERNING  VETERINARY  RESEARCH  AND  DIAGNOSTIC  LABORATORIES 

The  Animal  Health  Committee  of  the  Montana  Stockgrowers  Association  recommends 
that  the  problems  of  the  Diagnostic  Laboratory  and  Research  Laboratory  be  solved 
in  the  following  manner: 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Livestock  and  Montana  State  University  agree  to  a  single 
administrator  for  both  laboratories. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Livestock  concern  itself  with  diseases  subject  to  quaran- 
tine or  involved  in  interstate  shipments  or  of  public  health  significance. 

3.  That  clinical  diagnostic  work  be  performed  by  the  MSU  Research  Lab. 

4.  That  duplicate  laboratory  reports  and  duplicate  samples,  if  needed,  be 
provided  to  the  Board  of  Livestock  for  further  study  or  control  application 
to  disease  control . 

5.  Diagnostic  laboratory  work  involving  food  animals  shall  take  priority  over 
all  other  laboratory  work. 

6.  That  these  changes  be  implemented  as  soon  as  possible. 
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During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several  events  of  particular  importance 
to  the  Montana  Rangeland  Resource  Program. 

With  the  termination  of  the  Old  West  Regional  Range  Program  in  1978,  the 
responsibilities  of  that  program  were  transferred  to  the  Montana  Rangeland  Resource 
Program.  One  of  the  first  major  projects  v;as  the  continuation  of  Youth  Range  Camps. 
For  the  second  year,  the  camp  at  Elliston  was  sponsored  by  the  Deer  Lodge  -  North 
Powell  Range  Council  with  Supervisor  and  Range  Leader  John  HOllenbach  in  charge  of 
arrangements.  The  camp  was  well  attended  and  very  instructive.  Next  year,  (1980) 
the  Camp  will  be  sponsored  by  the  Upper  Musselshell  District  with  Paul  Martin  and 
Bill  Jones  of  Harloton  in  charge.  This  camp  will  be  held  at  Melville.  The  following 
year  it  is  tentatively  planned 'to  return  to  Glendive,  and  from  then  on,  continue 
with  a  three  year  rotation  to  give  the  participants  an  opportunity  to  study  range- 
lands  in  three  areas  of  the  state. 

Another  activity  was  the  Old  West  Regional  Range  judging  school  held  in 
Billings  in  September.  Under  the  direction  of  Carl  Wambolt,  the  Extension  Range 
Specialist,  this  event  drew  youth  range  judging  teams  from  the  five  state  Old  West 
area  and  was  very  well  attended. 

Perhaps  of  major  importance  was  implementation  of  the  Montana  Rangeland 
Resource  Improvement  loan  program.  Thru  a  Legislative  appropriation  from  the  Coal 
Tax  Fund,  this  program  makes  available  $300,000.00  for  rangeland  improvements. 
Handled  by  the  Conservation  Division  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and 
Conservation,  the  program  makes  funds  available  at  no  interest  for  rangeland  improve- 
ments which  are  designated  feasible  by  Conservation  plans  and  recommended  for  final 
approval  through  D.N.R.C.  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Montana  Rangeland  Resource 
Program.  Six  loans  are  presently  being  processed  and  further  applications  will  be 
considered  by  the  Rangeland  Committee  in  January  1980.   Although  a  maximum  of 
$20,000.00  per  individual  is  authorized  under  the  program,  the  loans  under  present 
consideration  average  $13,500.00  each.  Should  the  program  prove  to  be  feasible 
and  if  there  is  sufficient  demand,  additional  funds  will  be  requested  to  insure 
a  revolving  fund  available  for  future  loan  requests. 

With  the  importance  of  Rangeland  gaining  increased  national  recognition  as 
evidenced  by  passage  of  the  Federal  Public  Rangeland  Improvement  Act  of  1978,  the 
Montana  Rangeland  Resource  Program  assumes  a  unique  position  in  rangeland  activities, 
both  public  and  private.  Provisions  of  the  Experimental  Stewardship  section  of  the 
Public  Rangeland  Improvement  Act  involves  the  coordination  of  management  activities 
of  public  and  private  entities,  which  directly  involve  the  Montana  Rangeland  Program. 

Through  cooperation  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Services,  an  updated  range 
survey  of  the  entire  state  is  being  proposed  to  determine  if  previously  established 
goals  are  being  met. 

Water  quality  problems  on  rangeland  are  being  assessed  and  recommended  measures 
for  corrective  treatment  are  being  requested  from  Conservation  District  Supervisors 
and  Range  Leaders. 

Efforts  have  been  directed  toward  securing  an  additional  Extension  Range 
specialist,  and  the  importance  of  rangeland  resources  continues  to  be  a  major 
concern  of  Range  Leaders  and  Conservation  District  Supervisors.

The  yeur  1979  was  a  year  of  strugp.lc   and  searching  and  pondering  for 

tlie  Wildlife  Suhconnittee.   The  members  who  have  a  real  interest  and 

concern  for  \/iMlife  continue  their  attendance  and  participation  at  each 

of  our  quarterly  meetings;  those  members  with  only  casual  interest,  who 

attend  <inly  to  I'.ecp  tabs  on  our  activities,  contribute  little.   Our 

committee  is  in  about  the  same  position  as  the  Governor's  Committee  on 

Landowner/Sportsmen's  Relations.   We  sec  tremendous  problems  for  wildlife 

in  the  years  ahead,  but  we've  tackled  the  easiest  and  obvious  problems  and 

we're  now  searching  for  areas  of  interest  v;here  we  might  still  make  a 

contr  ibution . 

In  .January,  our  committee  members  attended  a  conference  in  Missoula 
concerning  "Tlie  Future  of  Wildlife  in  Montana."   Here  v.-e  learned  from  the 
professionals  how  they  view  the  prolilcms  of  wildlife  management.   In 
listeniag  to  the  pe<iple  who  work  with  and  for  wildlife,  it  becomes  obvious 
that  while  we  as  citizens  pay  lip  service  to  the  value  of  wildlife,  our 
statutes,  and  laws,  and  our  usual  reactions,  are  geared  to  man's  economic 
values,  often  at  the  expense  of  wildlife. 

Tlie  June,  Sept.,  and  Dec,  meetings  of  our  committee  dealt  with 
various  aspects  of  surface  water  influence  zones,  most  commonly  known  as 
Riparian  areas.   Those  areas  along  streams  and  around  other  bodies  of 
water  are  of  great  importance  to  all  forms  of  life,  and  are  receiving 
increasing  attention  by  many  state  and  federal  agencies.   We  thought  it 
appropriate  for  our  committee  to  familiarize  ourselves  with  these  Riparian 
problems  and  programs  and  determine  if  we  could  make  a  contribution  in 
this  area. 
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Only  about  17,  of  the  surface  area  of  raiigelands  is  classified  as 
Riparian,  but  these  areas  are  far  more  important  tlian  this  would  suggest. 
They  are  key  areas  for  both  \;ater  and  forage  for  the  animals  "that  enjoy 
access  to  them. 

Man  has  always  made  extensive  use  of  Riparian  areas,  often  destroying 
stream  bank  cover,  channelizing  streams,  and  in  other  v/ays  altering  the 
integrity  of  these  systems.   Animal  concentrations  along  streams  have  also 
been  destructive,  not  only  to  stream  banks,  but  to  the  vegetation  that 
protects  tin?  stream  banks.   Heavy  use  by  either  nan  or  animal  can  cause 
soil  compaction,  resulting  in  sod  bouml  conditions.   Overuse  by  animals 
can  change  species  composition,  with  v/oody  plants  useful  to  wildlife  often 
being  eliminated.   Current  livestock  grazing  systems  are  not  adequate  for 
some  Riparian  areas  and  it  is  likely  that  changes  will  need  to  be  made. 
Some  alternatives  for  livestock  grazers  X.o   consider  are  greater  use  during 
winter  months  when  damage  is  usually  less  severe,  allowing  animal  access 
during  other  times  of  the  year  only  when  vegetation  is  in  good  condition, 
more  sophisticated  grazing  deferment  programs,  and  using  combinations  of 
fencing,  herding,  salting,  etc.,  to  keep  animals  more  dispersed. 

To  tlie  livestock  operator  and  the  landowner  through  whose  land  streams 
flov7,  the  recent  concern  over  Riparian  areas  probably  seems  like  meddling 
in  his  affairs.   But  the  people  who  own  our  public  land,  and  that  includes 
all  of  us,  and  the  people  v^ho  drink  v;ater  and  enjoy  it  for  recreational 
purposes,  and  that  also  includes  all  of  us,  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
we  can  and  should  be  better  stewards  of  some  of  our  resources.   The  people 
of  Montana  recognized  this  when  they  encouraged  their  legislators  to  pass 
the  Natural  Streambed  and  Land  Preservation  Law  (S.B.310)  in  1975. 
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Also,  all  U.S.  citizens  \;ere  recognizing  their  stev/ardship  responsi- 
bilities when  they  encouraged  their  Congressmen  to  pass  the  Federal  Water 
Pollution  Control  Act,  which  requires  that  v/e  clean  up  our  lakes  and 
streams,  making  them  swimmable  and  fishable  by  1983. 

It  seems  to  be  a  fact  that  more  and  more  people  in  this  country  are 
becoming  concerned  about  liow  ue  use  our  public  lands  and  our  other 
resources.   This  should  suggest  to  those  of  us  privileged  to  have  access 
to  and  use  of  these  resources,  that  we  use  this  access  in  a  responsible 
manner  and  tliat  \/e  provide  full  and  just  compensation  for  all  resources 
used  . 

Those  privileged  to  live  in  the  western  states  have  enjoyed  a  special 
freedom  that  people  in  states  witli  little  or  no  public  lands  have  not  been 
able  to  experience.   This  unique  land  lieritage,  providing  much  of  the 
great  open  space  that  Westerners  admire  and  brag  about,  has  helped  to  make 
the  West  a  great  place  to  live  in.   We  \iUo   are  privileged  to  live  here 
should  work  hard  to  see  that  this  land  heritage  is  properly  cared  for  and 
that  its  resources  are  maintained  and  used  for  the  benefit  of  all  U.S. 
citizens.   This  is  a  legacy  of  freedom  and  openness  that  many  of  us  want 
to  see  maintained  . 

This  leads  us,  then,  to  talk  about  the  wildlife  that  still  coexists 
with  man  and  domestic  animals  here  in  this  country.   According  to  history, 
the  first  European  explorers  to  visit  the  coasts  of  America  were  amazed  at 
the  abundance  of  wildlife  and  other  resources.   They  came  from  a  continent 
where  human  populations  were  rising,  where  furs  and  firewood  were  no 
longer  plentiful.   Land  ovmership  was  only  for  the  privileged,  v/ildlife 
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was  the  property  of  the  crown,  neat  was  scarce,  and  cereal  grains  were  the 
main  human  foods.   There  followed  a  great  rush  to  take  advantage  of  these 
new  found  resources,  and  we  know  the  rest  of  the  story  -  the  rush  is  still 
on. 

In  our  entliusinsm  to  iTiake  use  of  tliese  resources,  \/e  have  made  some 
mistakes;  mistakes  that  most  of  us  recognize,  and  some  of  us  are  trying  to 
do  something  about;  but  in  some  cases,  there  is  little  that  can  be  done. 
Of  course,  it's  always  easier  to  make  judgements  after  the  fact,  but  we've 
often  wondered  how  our  generation  would  have  reacted  had  we  lived  in  the 
1800's.   How  we   would  have  responded  to  the  destruction  of  wildlife  during 
those  years:   the  buffalo,  once  estimated  to  number  somewhere  between  30 
and  60  million,  fur-bearing  animals  abundant  along  all  the  streams,  bighorn 
sheep  estimated  to  have  numbered  between  l.'j  and  2  million,  and  the  count- 
less millions  of  Passenger  Pigeons.   VJould  we  have  been  concerned  about 
the  loss  of  these  resources? 

An  interesting  sidelight  on  the  Passenger  Pigeon  occurred  in  1857 
when  a  select  committee  of  the  Ohio  State  Senate  made  these  comments  about 
a  bill  to  protect  these  birds  -  "The  Passenger  Pigeon  needs  no  protection. 
Wonderfully  prolific,  having  the  vast  forests  of  the  north  as  its  breeding 
grounds,  traveling  hundreds  of  miles  in  search  of  food,  it  is  here  today 
and  elsewhere  tomorrow,  and  no  ordinary  destruction  can  lessen  them."   It 
is  recorded  tliat  12  years  later,  in  1869,  nearly  12  million  pigeons  were 
sent  to  market  from  Hartford,  Michigan  during  one  40-day  period.   Two 
years  later,  one  Wisconsin  nesting  area  still  contained  more  than  100 
million  birds,  but  tlie  harvest  continued  and  the  last  wild  bird  was  shot 
near  Detroit  September  14,  1908;  the  very  last  pigeon  died  in  the  Cincinnati 
Zoological  Garden  on  September  1,  1914. 
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V/e  doubt  that  many  people  lost  much  sleep  over  the  demise  of  the 
Passenger  Pigeon,  or  tlie  slaughter  of  the  buffalo.   But  what  should  have 
been  the  reaction  of  people  living  then  and  v^hat  should  be  our  reaction 
today  touard  the  wildlife  we  still  have.   Is  their  proper  place  in  a  zoo, 
or  should  we  riake  every  effort  to  maintain  nunbers  and  preserve  current 
habitat  areas  for  these  critters?   It's  true  that  animals  themselves 
receive  good  protection  from  the  law,  but  not  so  the  habitat  in  which  they 
live.   We  know,  for  example,  it's  illegal  to  kill  a  woodpecker,  but  per- 
fectly legal  to  cut  down  tlie  dead  tree  harboring  its  nest. 

This  country  was  founded  by  Christian  new   and  women,  and  most  of  us 
yet  today  profess  tlie  Christian  faith.   In  so  doing,  we  have  accepted  the 
the  adnonition  of  our  Lord  given  in  Ch .  1  and  2  of  Genesis  to  subdue  the 
earth  and  have  dominion  over  it,  but  unfortunately,  we  tend  to  overlook 
tiie  rest  of  His  admonition  given  in  these  chapters,  to  dress,  till,  and 
keep  the  earth  and  replenisli  it.   Dr.  Charles  Riggar,  professor  of  soils 
at  the  University  of  riinnesota,  recently  v;rote  these  words,  "The  idea  of 
acting  as  a  steward  or  guardian  of  land  is  something  the  American  public 
has  not  accepted  yet.   The  ownership  concept  is  still  so  powerful  in  our 
minds,  ttiat  we  think  we  can  do  with  the  land  whatever  we  choose.   We  could 
allow  the  construction  of  a  road  or  expansion  of  a  housing  complex,  or 
allow  tlie  soil  to  erode  from  a  hillside,  and  say  it  is  all  right  -  because 
vje  ov;n  the  land." 

In  tiie  past  10  years  alone,  according  to  the  Soil  Conservation  Service, 
developers  have  converted  about  29  million  acres  of  rural  land  to  shopping 
centers,  housing  developments,  roads,  airports,  and  lakes.   If  the  rate 
continues,  SCS  estimates,  the  amount  of  land  converted  in  the  next  2 
decades  will  equal  the  size  of  Oregon. 
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The  U.S.  Department  of  Agricalture  in  a  February  1979  publication 
s.iid,  "Soil  erosion  is  averaging  9  tons  per  acre  annually  from  U.S.  farms, 
while  nev/  topsoil  forms  at  a  rate  of  a  small  fraction  of  a  ton  per  acre 
each  year.   In  some  states,  the  erosii^n  figure  is  higher.   Iov>7a ,  for 
example,  is  losing  topsoil  at  the  rate  of  13  tons  per  acre  each  year,  and 
the  land  has  already  begun  Vv^earing  thin  in  tlie  southern  part  of  the  state. 
During  the  century  tliat  To\;a  has  been  cultivated,  it  has  lost  half  of  its 
original  16  inches  of  topsoil." 

This  planet  is  replete  with  examples  of  improper  land  use  management, 
including  our  ov/n  Great  Plains  Dust  Bowl.  Those  who  have  traveled  through 
North  Africa,  Asia  Minor,  Greece,  and  other  countries  of  the  Old  World  can 
easily  see  the  results  of  this  r.iis-management .  In  the  past,  human  popula- 
tions in  botli  the  Old  and  Nev/  worlds  escaped  these  catastrophies  by  migrat- 
ing to  new  lands.   Now  there  are  no  more  new  lands. 

One  obvious  conclusion  to  be  drawn  here  is  that  these  kinds  of  activ- 
ity greatly  alter  the  usefulness  of  land  not  only  for  man  but  also  for 
wildlife  habitat.   And  every  time  we  lose  or  destroy  a  bit  of  wildlife 
habitat  we  lose  a  part  of  our  population,   henry  \Jilliam  Herbert,  sportsman- 
naturalist,  noted  back  in  the  1830's  that  the  two  greatest  evils  confronting 
wildlife  and  tlie  future  of  sport  hunting  are  overshooting  and  habitat 
destruction.   It's  easy  to  document  the  effects  of  overshooting,  as  we've 
already  discussed,  but  the  effects  of  habitat  loss  are  more  insidious. 
Some  people  think  that  a  subdivision  on  deer  winter  range  in  the  Bridgers 
or  a  few  more  houses  scattered  up  Gallatin  Canyon  where  elk  normally 
winter  will  simply  mean  the  animals  v/ill  find  another  place  to  spend  their 
tine  and  get  their  feed,  perhaps  not  realizing  or  understanding  that  other 
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placGs  alrc'cidy  have  all  ttio  deer  and  elk  that  can  be  properly  supported. 
The  Montana  Fish,  Cane  and  Parks  Department  has  stopped  planting  fish  in 
many  of  our  streans  because  they  have  learned  from  work  on  the  Madison 
River  that  competition  with  established  populations  not  only  causes  the 
loss  of  nost  planters,  but  nany  of  the  native  trout  as  well.   This  compet- 
itive affect  seems  to  be  a[)parent  in  all  forms  of  life,  including  man. 

Quality  environments  and  wildlife  sanctuaries  are  no  longer  "free 
goods  in  unlimited  supply,"  as  they  once  were  in  this  country.   Many  of 
the  ones  that  remain  have  been  acquired  by  the  wealthy,  or  are  accessible 
only  to  those  witli  either  substantial  time,  or  substantial  funds,  or  both. 
The  basic  prciblon  tlien,  is  how  to  strike  £i  balance  between  the  needs  of 
natural  systems  and  those  of  an  industrial  society.   It's  probably  true 
that  the  full  worth  of  any  living  thing  can  never  be  strictly  defined,  but 
tlie  Wildlife  Management  Institute  has  estimated  tliat  the  use  of  wildlife 
by  Americans  in  the  year  1974  liad  a  direct  economic  impact  nationv/ide  of 
nearly  $10  billion. 

Someone  has  said  that  wildlife  has  wortli  in  simply  being  there. 
Herbert  Hoover  put  it  bluntly  when  asked  about  his  fondness  for  fishing 
when  he  said,  "fishing  is  fun  ami  good  for  the  soul  of  man."   But  Emerson 
said  it  best  \;hen  he  wrote,  "Nature  is  loved  by  what  is  best  in  us." 

Living  in  this  good  country  has  been  fun,  not  only  because  of  the 
many  good  people  \;ith  uhoin  to  associate,  but  also  because  of  the  many 
outdoor  activities  that  can  renew  one's  spirit  and  refresh  one's  body. 
Our  committee  members  hope  each  of  us  will  work  hard  to  assure  that  our 
kids  and  grandchildren  can  realize  some  of  the  same  outdoor  experiences 
that  have  added  meaning  to  our  lives. 
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RAD  FARM  SAFETY  SUBCOMMITTEE  REPORT 

Prepared  for  the  1979  Annual  Meeting

The  Farm  Safety  Subcommittee  met  August  27,  1979  in  Helena,  Montana. 
Normal  attendance  was  down  about  5  people  as  only  7  members  were  in 
attendance.   The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  review  progress  of  the 
previous  fiscal  year,  1978-79  and  to  set  the  goals  for  1979-80.   During 
the  discussion  and  report  given  by  Farm  Safety  Specialist,  it  was  noted 
that  there  was  an  increase  is  residential  fires  for  the  previous  year. 
Fires  had  increased  27%  of  which  21%  of  these  were  attributed  to  wood 
stoves.   From  this,  it  was  then  established  that  program  emphasis  for 
1979-80  should  be  on  Fire  Prevention  with  priority  on  Wood  Stove  Safety. 

The  second  emphasis  should  be  the  promotion  and  use  of  packaged 
programs  that  can  be  utilized  for  most  any  kind  of  meeting.   Some  of  these 
include  -  hay  handling  safety,  tractor  and  machinery  and  shop  safety, 
portable  fire  extinquishers  and  "Caution:  Look  Up  Hot  Wires  May  be 
Overhead"  and  others. 

A  third  emphasis  was  to  promote  fire  and  explosion  safety  for 
elevator  and  grain  storage  employees.   This  program  was  attempted  in 
1979  with  little  results.   This  program  never  got  full  cooperation  of 
the  Montana  Grain  Elevator  Association.   In  January  1980,  there  are  2 
programs  scheduled  for  this  purpose  and  they  now  have  the  support  of  the 
Elevator  Association. 

This  past  year  Hazardous  Occupational  Training  for  Youth  was  held 
in  9  counties  and  we  reached  130  students.   Two  1  day  workshops  were  held 
in  Bozeman  and  Lewistown  for  Farm  Wives  on  Tractor  and  Machinery  Safety. 
The  acceptance  of  these  2  programs  was  excellent.   Workshops  of  this  type 
will  be  held  in  other  counties  in  spring  of  1980. 

The  Farm  Safety  Program  had  personal  contact  through  safety  programs 
reaching  1027  people-farmers  and  ranchers. 

Other  programs  were  held  for  Extension  Homemakers  Clubs,  4-H  and 
other  youth,  civic  club  and  organizations.   The  total  audience  for  these 
programs  was  3,264. 

Dissemination  of  educational  literature  to  persons  other  than 
those  attending  meetings  was  8,173.

Whereas  biological  weed  control  shows  great  potential;  and 

Where  as  Montana  will  have  a  multi-purpose  insect-rearing  facility  at 
Corvallis  Experiment  Station;  and 

Where  as  more  money  is  needed  to  accelerate  the  program. 

Be  it  resolved  that  all  counties  should  be  encouraged  to  earmark  funds  to 
support  the  biological  weed  control  program.   Monies  would  be 
submitted  through  G&C  number  679  at  MSU .   This  money  could  be  sent 
from  Corvallis  to  Albany  for  contractual  services  benefiting  Montana, 


II. 

Whereas  a  recent  survey  found  that  weeds  are  the  number  one  production 
problem  of  farmers  and  ranchers  in  Montana;  and 

Whereas  a  recent  survey  of  ASCS  community  committees  found  weeds  are  the 
number  one  conservation  problem. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  RAD  committee  should  exert  its  considerable 

influence  to  help  the  newly  formed  Weed  Research  and  Education 

Commission  conduct  a  thorough  survey  of  Montana  so  that  economic 
losses  due  to  weeds  may  be  calculated.

Discussion  during  the  most  recent  subcommittee  metting  focused  on  the  many 
agencies  that  have  photographed  all  or  parts  of  the  state.  The  BLM  has  com- 
pleted coverage  of  approximately  40%  of  Montana  at  a  scale  of  2"  =  1  mile 
using  false  color  infrared  film.  The  Forest  Service  and  the  U.S.  Geological 
Survey  have  complete  black  and  white  coverage  of  Montana  at  a  scale  of  .75  = 
1  mile;  however,  these  were  taken  over  a  five  year  period.  ASCS  is  currently 
updating  its  imagery,  usually  in  black  and  white,  at  a  scale  of  1.5"  =  1  mile. 
The  EROS  Landsat  program,  which  is  providing  the  most  comprehensive  and  timely 
information  about  Earth,  requires  current  underf lights  of  conventional  aerial 
imagery  in  order  to  use  Landsat 's  wealth  of  information  effectively.  Many  state 
agencies  currently  require  imagery  for  various  land  management  decisions  and  as 
a  result,  they  photograph  parts  of  the  state  using"  a  plethora  of  imagery  and  at 
a  multitude  of  scales. 

We  believe  that  a  survey  of  Federal,  State  «  Private  agdncies  should  be  performed 
to  identify  those  products  that  each  agency  could  use  for  their  wonk.  This  could 
lead  to  a  reduction  in  the  duplication  of  imagery  missions  performed  by  various 
agencies  within  the  same  geographic  area.  The  direct  benefit  would  be  saving  in 
tax  dollars. 

The  Research  and  Information  Division  of  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  has 
a  new  on-line  computer  terminal  which  is  connected  to  the  National  Cartiographic 
Information  Center.  This  terminal  will  allow  access  to  any  imagery  archived  by 
the  Federal  Government.
